Fifteen 
minutes is sufficient time for the machine to 
wash a batch of clothes, after which a five 
minutes’ rinse in the machine completes the 
process. 


Small Devices. 


There are innumerable small electrical 
devices at the disposal of the housewife 
which are an inv ‘aluable aid to her. Of those 
the electric iron is the most universally 
popular. The electric kettle and toaster are 
also to be found in many homes, together 
with table stoves, coffee machines, etc. 

A more recent novelty is the immersion 
heater, a small rod-shaped device, which can 
be placed in a cup or jug of cold liquid, 
and by means of electrical current will raise 
the temperature of that liquid to boiling point 
in about thirty seconds. The immersion 
heater is exceedingly useful where quick 
heating is required, and it eliminates the use 
of kettles and sancepans.

The 
shief canse of this disability is due to the 
pniversal use of a Jarge-handled racquet, with- 

ut consideration for the size of the player's 
hand. The strain on the muscles irom 4 
handle too large for the grasp is as productive 
of over-strained muscles as playing with a too 
heavy racquet. 


Gradual Growth. 


The growth of the “tennis ellow” §s 

adua!. and can be recognised by pressing on 
the affected part and thus eliciting pain. 
Otherwise the pain is not noticed, except w hen 
some movement is done which brings the 
faulty muscles into play. Such simple move- 
ments as brushing teeth, pouring out tea, and 
: imilar actions can be exquisitely painful, 

though the same person may find no difficuity 
in. lifting heavy weights from the ground. 

Frank Romer, who discovered the malady 
gives us a few hints about its treatment. He 
writes :—‘‘ It is as well for the patient on re- 
suming play to avoid as much as possible for 
the first few games those shots which 
originated the trouble. Some faulty method of 
play is too often the reason why undue strain 
is put upon some group of muscles, such as 

‘flicking’ from the elbow, in back-hand 
strokes, instead of ‘coming through’ with the 
whole. arm; and it is just as well to warn 
patients that they should reconsider their 
technique.” 

It can be seen, therefore, that the greatest 
care should be taken in the selection of a 
racquet. The size of the handle where you 
grip it is one of the most important things to 
notice, and the weight of the racquet is ‘like- 
wise of importance. I think the size of a 
woman's racquet should be either 13 or 15, 
but for an exceptionally strong woman size 14 


is preferable.

Britain and the Ruhr. 


The dignified statements by the Govern- 
ments spokesmen both Houses of 
the Imperial Parliament yesterday will 
give general satisfaction to all who 
take an interest in Europe's welfare. 
The German Note to the Allies was a 
direct result of the Marquis Curzon’s 
recent spéech in the House of Lords. He 
suggested that the German Government 
should break the vicious circle of passive 
resistance and active coercion in the Ruhr 
Valley by an offer of payment to the Allies. 
But for the British Government the 
German Note never might have been 
written; yet M. Poincaré ignored Lord 
Curzon’s part in the matter and rejected 
the German offer without even taking the 
trouble to consult the British Cabinet. Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin expressed his surprise 
at this “ unnecessary precipitancy,’’ and 
Said that His Majesty's Government felt 
that a collective reply ought to have been 
sent to the German Note by the Allies. 
Apparently the Italian Government shares 
this view, and proposes now to acquaint

The French reply to Germany was very 
brusque and uncompromising. It was ex- 
cellently worded, and M. Poincaré’s 
merciless logic tore holes in the rather 
tortuous arguments of the German docu- 
It proved plainly that, although 
France may be prepared to listen to any 
further offers which Germany may make, 
she will not accept the proposed figure of 
50,000,000,000 gold marks even as a basis 
It is probable that the 
Government would have been 
subscribe to most of the 
the French Note. Britain 
has insisted that reasonable 
reparations must be paid and that 
France must get some guarantee that she 
will not .be attacked by Germany in the 
future. Differences of opinion un- 
doubtedly exist in regard both to the 
amount of reparations that could be con- 
sidered “ reasonable ’’ and also to the pre- 
cise forms which the “ guarantees ' ought 
to take. Friendly discussion, however, 
soon could remove these differences, and, 
on the assumption that France really 
wants a settlement with Germany, there 
ls no good reason why complete Allied 
unity should not be achieved. France's 
real object, however, remains obscure. 
Doee she want her money; or is she still 
hankering after the left bank of the 
Rhine and the dismembérment of the 
German Reich? 

One clause in the French Note to Berlin 
suggests that M. Poincaré does not want 
to evacuate the Ruhr, and that the repara- 
tions controversy will be kept open so 
long as possible while France is con- 
solidating her position in the Rhineland. 
The French Premier demands, as a condi- 
tion precedent to any negotiations, that 
all passive resistance in the Ruhr Valley 
‘shall cease. M. Poincaré must know per- 
fectly well that this is an impossible con- 
dition, Undoubtedly, the higher offiiciais 
in the Ruhr Valley are acting according 
to instructions from Berlin, and the re- 
sistance which they have been opposing 
to the French régime has been organised 
from headquarters. The common people, 
however, are fighting the French with the 
only weapons at their disposal, not on 
account of pressure from Berlin, but 
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because they are Germans and resent the 
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infringement of their severéign rights. 


Their resistance is quite spontaneous, and, 
what is more to the point, they do not 
propose to abandon it. No Govern- 
ment in the world could force the 
Rhenish workers fo work for foreign task- 
masters. If, therefore, M. Poincaré in- 
tends to postpone the opening of negotia- 
tions with the German Government until 
passive resistance shall have ceased jn 
the Ruhr Valley, he is likely to wait 
until Germany and France together 
plunge into economic chaos. His cavalier 
treatment of the British Government, un- 
fortunately, has made the chances of 
friendly mediation more remote than ever. 
Apparently, the French people have de- 
cided to rely in future solely on their own 
strong arm. 


The Exodus. 


There is a pause in the flow of Irish 
emigration—not because emigrants are 
lacking, but because the land of their 
desire has called a halt. The annual 
“quota’’ which the United States allot 
to Great Britain and Ireland amounts to 
some seventy thousand persons, and a new 
“quota ” year will begin on the Ist July 
The “ quota "’ for the current year is now 
exhausted, and during the next seven 
weeks no immigrant from Ireland will be 
allowed to enter New York Harbour. In 
those weeks, however, there wil] be, as 
the shipping companies appear to expect, 
a large accumulation of: ticket-holders, 
anxious to exchange, at the earliest 
moment, the Free State for the Land of 
Liberty. The process of human export 
will be renewed on the 23rd June, and 
the companies are preparing to help it 
with special sailings and additional ships. 
After the 20th June the American 
Consulate in Dublin will begin to deal 
with passports at the rate of one 
hundred a day. There are two views 
about emigration from Ireland at the 
present time. Some people hold that, 
within limits, it is a good thing for 
the counfry, and that the departure 
of young men and women from im- 
poverished and congested districts is a 
blessing for themselves and improves the 
chances of survival for those who remain. 
That, however, is not the general view and 
is not the view of the Free State Govern- 
ment. <A great majority of Irishmen is 
convinced that the country always has 
needed the services of all its sons and 
daughters, and needs them to-day more 
than ever. What, then, do our Govern- 
ment and Perliament propose? 
every prospect that, if nothing is done, 
the present year will witness a far larger 
exodus from Ireland than any that has 
happened since the years before the Great 
War. Hundreds of livelihoods were de- 
stroyed in the récent campaign of outrage. 
Thirty thousand persons are still without 
employment in the Free State. If peace 
is established in the near future, a big 
proportion of the National Army must be 
disbanded and thousands of Republicans 
must be released from prisons and intern- 
ment camps. It is a not unreasonable 
calculation that the return of peace will 
double the bulk and intensity of the Free 
State’s problem of unemployment. One 
thing, moreover, is very certain—that, if 
some fifty or sixty thousand people cannot 
find work at home, mere sentiment will 
not keep them there. They will go where 
they can find work and wages, and will 
put their muscles and brains into the 
developmént of other lands. Ministers 
ought not to hesitate until the problem 
has reached its acutest stage, but ought to 
formulate and publish their solution—if 
any solution is possible—with the utmost 
speed. Even the promise of early action 
would induce many a prospective emigrant 
to “wait and see.” The whole question of 
emigration demands full and frank dis 
cussion in the Senate and the Dail. 


Chinese Bandits. 


In former days, when the policeman 
ruled the world, the wrecking of a train 
by Chinese bandits and the removal there- 
from into captivity of some two hundred 
Europeans would have been the immediate 
signal for several million pounds’ worth 
of punitive expeditions. Thirty or forty 
thousand troops of all nations would 
have arrived in the neighbourhood of 
Peking. A large number of alleged 
bandits—or, at anv rate, of persons 
willing, in return for a smajl annuity 
settled on their impoverished progenitors, 
to be regarded as bandits—would have 
been executed. The Chinese Government 
would have handed out apologies and 
indemnities all round, and the nations, 
having taken security for China’s better 
behaviour in the future, would have left 
for home with honour fully satisfied. All 
this is a thing of the past. Bandits, once 
confined to China and Corsica, with out- 
croppings in Kurdistan and the Burmese 
hinterland, are now three a penny in 
almost every civilised country. To punish 
China because she permitted her citizens 
to pursue what has been regarded always 
in the Orient as an honourable, if some- 
what risky, profession would savour of 
hypocrisy. Governments still try to protect 


their nationals; but it is a difficult busi- | 


ness, because the British or French or 
American subject who gets into inter- 
national] trouble is generally a product of 
the Levant or of Ruthenia or Upper 
Senegal. We no longer become infuriated 
that Chinese bandits should dare to lay 
hands on our fellow-citizens. We tell our- 
selves that, if they had not wished to be 
devoured by Chinese bandits. they ought 
to have stayed in Europe, to be plundered 
by Swiss hotel-keepers, or in New Jersey, 
to be stung to death by mosquitos. This 
may be bad nationalism, but it is good 
philosophy. 


Piccadilly Circus. 


“ 4mor omnia vineit”™ runs the ancient 
motto, but it seems that Eros is under 
sentence of banishment from the site in 
Piccadilly Circus which he has occupied 
during the last thirty years. As usnal, 
it is a case of sentiment against 
utilitarianism ; but in this case neither 
history nor art really enters into the thing. 
Few Londoners know anything about the 
Shaftesbury Memorial fountain, its author 
or architect, or the person who has been 
honoured with a memorial in what might 
truly be described as the very hub of the 
civilised world. Yet Eros, poised above 
an equally historic bevy of flower-girls and 
twanging his slender bow-string in the 
general direction of Messrs. Swan and 
Edgar's drapery emporium, is engraved 
on the memory tablets of countless 
millions of white men throughout the 
world. Piccadilly, in a word, would not 
be Piccadilly without Eros. The sky-signs 
might flare as of old by night, the flower- 
women expose their great baskets of loveli- 
ness by day, the taxi-cabs crackle by in 
the mud, and the impassive janitors of 
the various haunts of gastronomic pleasure

still survey the moving scene, imperturb- 


able as of yore—but Piccadilly would be a 
different place. The world is tired of 
seeing things become different under its 
nose, and wishes secretly that .the old, 
slow days would come again. Eros, 
trembling on his Piccadilly pedestal, 
becomes larger of stature as the utili- 
tarians threaten him. The symbol of the 
old things and old ideas, he draws on the 
Philistines a bow not of love, but of war.

Sir 
Philip Gibbs, in the ‘‘ Middle of the Road,” 
presents us with another puzzler, floundering 
about in a sea of difficulties. ‘‘It is all so 
difficult,”” the hero exclaims over and over 
again, with furrowed brow. War, 
woman, and the world in general puzzle 
him. Continually letting down their nets into 
the sea, these men appear to catch nothing.

Is he a peculiarly English type? We are 
inclined to think that he is—like the Puritans.

That a thing “is not done ” is a cogent 
reason for not doing it. Bunt now the war, 
and the fact that his womenfolk are not as 
their grandmothers, have modified the ordi- 
nary and the habitual. He cannot fit 
things as they actually are into the scheme 
of things as he knew them. - In spite of him- 
self he is hurled headlong into the world of 
ideas. The breakdown of the accustomed is 
forcing him to the uncongenial task of for- 
mulating a philosophy of life. He never felt 
the need of it before. He is very ill-equipped 
for the task. There is a pathos in the 
seriousness with which he takes himself and 
the world. But he is a good fellow—this 
pathetic, puzzled maa.

VATICAN. 


A GREAT POPE. 
(BY THE REVEREND L. J. STAFFORD.) 

To-day the Pa uipages will a 
King and Queen Mary from the Ambassa oz 

uarter of Rome to the Vatican to visit the 

ope. A former visit, some eight hundred 
years ago, was made by King Canute, ge 
wrote from Rome a letter to his people full 
noble feeling and just thought, and bearing 
out his scheme of equal measure to conqueror 
and conquered—to Dane and Englishman alike. 
He left to his people the greatest of all gifts 
that even a King can a 
. Just twenty years ago Kin 

with a pron BA I as mage 
as of friendship, broke thro the bonds 
prejudice and ni ed a door that had been 
closed for well nigh a thousand years. 

In Canute’s time England was attached 
to the Holy See, and her Saxon Kings 
came as pilgrims to the Shrine of the 
Apostles. Some of them even gave up 
their crqawns and took to the religious 
life. and were eventually buried within the 
precincts of old St. Peter's. To-day ali this is 
changed, and no unprejudiced man sees any- 
thing in the visit but an act of courtesy and 
friendship on the part of the reigning Monarch 
towards the Holy See. England has changed 
in many things in the course of the interven- 
ing centuries, but she is to-day, as in Canute's 
time, intent on the of the world, and so 
once again an English King is in Rome, to co- 
operate (let us hope) in the great endeavour of. 
the present Sovereign Pontiff and bring about 
the Denes of Christ in the Kingdom of Christ. 

That great endeavour is enshrined in the 
Encyclical Letter—the first of the present 
Pontificate—that was issued from St. Peter's 
on the eve of Christmas last. In it are laid 
down the principles that must govern Christian 
Kings as well as Christian peoples, and that 
can alone restore peace to a tired and harassed 
world and prevent it from relapsing into the 
chaos from which the Paz Romana once 
delivered it. It would seem providential that 
in a world crisis like that of to-day a great 
man is in the Chair of Peter. Achille Ratti at 
the Ambrosiana was recognised as a sarant by 
the scholars of Europe and America, and his 
large and masterful grasp of details was all 
the more significant mm that it was for know- 
ledge and for life. He was no mere scholar 
full of dry-as-dust learning, and, if he bent for 
long hours over his palimpsests with a 
magnifyin lass, his — irit would 
readily call him back to life and the peaks 
beyond. , | 

For one who has written so much and so 
learnedly he has always got the world spread 
out before him, with its countless problems as 
they affect man and his destiny. “ History, - 
he said in one of his Milanese studies, ‘‘is the 
living tissue of facts, the tissue in which the 
thoughts and acts of men and God come 
together, mingle, seem sometimes to be con- 
founded, cross each other, and in turns hinder 
each other, but always with this final effect— 
of composing the wonderful divine plan in 
which the Jove of God for men reigns 
sovereigniy and manifests itself unmistak- 
ably.”’ After a close investigation of ancient 
documents he sums up in few, but precise, 
words the exact réle and importance of detail 
in history. ‘‘ Just as lines,” he savs, “‘ result 
from points, so the great historical features of 
an epoch or Of a country can be best set forth. 
faithfully and effectively, by one who, having 
under his eyes a great mass of details, knows 
how to melt them down with a Juminous and 
vital synthesis by tracing them to their causes 
and to the laws which govern them.’”’ 

The Pope has been called by as many names 
as he has sides to his eharacter, not the least 
significant being that of The Nation. which 
styled him ‘‘a liberal Pope.” with a life well 
divided between scholarship and action. a 
Pope of Peace, and one in whose hands, above 
all, Europe would feel that the internationa! 
character of the Papacy was safe. Such. is 
Pope Pius X1., a great Pope because a great 
man, with the great Ambrosian tradition for 
moral courage behind him, and not a little of 
that physical courage which is not, as Dr. 
Johnson said, strictly a Christian virtue. 
Nevertheless, a Christian should cultivate it, 
because “if he loses that virtue, he can never 
be sure of keeping any other.’’

ANOTHER WEIRD C7ECH PLAY 
IN LONDON. 


From Ovr Own Correspoxpexrt. 
LONDON, Tueeday. 

The Capek brothers, two Czech dramatists, 
have burst on the theatrical horizon in Lon- 
don, and their ideas, as well as the dramatic 
form of their plays, are revolutionary. 

The play, “‘ R.U.R.” (for which Karl Capek 
was solely responsible), at the St. Martin's 
Theatre, by sheer originality of treatment, 
has become one of London’s biggest successes, 
and the fate of “The Insect Play.’’ which is 
the joint work of Karl and his brother, may 
be an equally we attraction at the Regent 
Theatre—which, by the way, was formerly the 
Euston Music Hall. 

In “The Insect Play ” the brothers Capek 
compare mankind with the insect world, and it 
is one of the most extraordinary plays ever 
mer eg 8 There is hardly any plot. The 

token-hearted, sentiments! tramp, who in- 
dulges in an occasional lengthy soliloquy, acts 
as a kind of connecting iink between the 
strange grotesque comparisons. 

Act 1 depicts butterflies as modern frivolous 
creatures with no responsibilities, whose only 
interest is to dance, flirt, chase each other, 
and drink cocktails in bars, curiously 
reminiscent of several in the West-End of 
London to-day. These represent the useless 
phase of human existence. 

The second act shows us the beetles~ 
creepers and crawlers—and they are re- 

ulsively ugly and objectionable. Mr. and 
Mrs. Beetle are shown rolling and continually 
adding to a ball of refuse bigger than them- 
selves, which they call their “capita! ’’—their 
nest egg. They are represented as vulgar, 
ignorant cockneys. We see Mr. and Mrs. 
Cricket, absorbed hy the approaching 
maternity of Mrs. Cricket, killed by the 
ichneumon fly in order that they may be 
added to the larder of his beloved larva. 
In turn the larva and its larder are consumed 
by a horrible parasite. 

Ín Act 3 the ants, with their useless, never- 
ceasing activity, are shown, and here the 
nature of the satire on mankind changes from 
domesticity to politics. The ants are ver 
much like the ‘‘ Robots’’ in the other Cape 
play, in their relentless ferocity. There is 
a war between a neighbouring community 
over some grass blades, and we see ant-men 
carrying on the extensive preparations of 
war. There is much noise when the battle 
takes place, and the leader of the enemy 
ants, on the point of victory, is scornfully 
crashed by the foot of the tramp. Finally,’ 
there is an epilogue. May flies are attracted 
by a centre light, and flutter nearer and 
nearer, until one by one they are exhausted 
and fall dead. A young moth, just from the 
chrysalis, who has been dreaming of the glory 
of life, also flutters for sa moment near the 
EA and falls dead, realising that life is 


What exactly do the authors intend te 
convey by this weird play? Surely al) man- 
kind is not cruel, greedy and over-ridden by 
grosser appetites? There is beauty, poetry, 
and love in men’s hearts and lives. The 
authors see no higher instincts in their com- 
parisons, and one leaves the theatre feeling 
that, if indeed man were really like the 
insects portrayed in this play, then human 
existence would certainly not be worth while,

Lord 
Curzon's charge of ‘‘unnecessary precipitancyv 
against the authors of the Franco-Belgian 
reply to the German offer is one which shows 
the British Foreign Office to be on its dignity, 
and not afraid to administer a gentle reproof 
to M. Poincaré. The French Premier may 
be counted upon to resent this, and wiil 
doubtless answer Lord Curzon promptly. 

The mention of Italy, on the other hand, as 
acting in general. accord with the British 
Government, lends a new importance to His 
Majesty's present visit to Rome. A new 
grouping of the Allies would appear to have 
been achieved—France and Belgium on the 
one side, and Great Britain and Italy on the

This atmosphere of division is certainly re- 
gretted in the Lobby to-night. Yet there is 
no disposition to question the attitude of the 
Government, in whom, on this matter, the 
House. as a whole, maintains full confidence. 

SENSE OF BRITAIN’S REPLY.

Herr Krapp Von Bohler and Herr Bruhn 
were found guiltv, by a vote of three against 
two, on the two charges of consipracy and 
disturbing tlie public peace. Thé other sen- 
tences were decided upon unanimously. The 
sentences--Herr Krupp was sentenced to i5 
years’ imprisonment and fined 100 million 
marks (about £500,000 at present exchange)— 
were practically in accordance with the de- 
mands made by the French Public Prosecutor 
in his concluding speeech. 

He submitted that Herr Krupp was person, 
ally responsible for the fatal disturbance on 
Faster Saturday, in which 15 of the workmen 
were shot dead, and that he has instigated 
the workmen to passive resistance, in accord- 
ance with orders he received from Berlin.

his colleagues had no reason to interfere with 
this arrangement, because they knew that it 
was only a peaceable demonstration witnessed 
by workmen. 

Counsel appealed for the acquittal of the 
accused, ‘‘for,’’ he said, “the hatred which 
has been created by the blood which has 
flowed must not be increased by the fresh 
hatred which a sentence would cause.” 

The well-known Swiss jurist, M.. Moriaud, 
made an impassioned speech for the defence. 
He declared that the demonstration of the 
Krupp workers on March ól was no more 
than an example of passive resistance, which 
was no crime, nor was it punishable. Herr 
Krapp von Bohlen had not taken part in any 
of the discussions between the other directors 
and the Workers’ Council, and the accusa- 
tions against him were totally unjustifiable. 
An acquittal was absolutely essential, for both 
reason and justice demanded it. M. Moriand 
concluded his appeal for acquittal “in the 
name of the French people, which desires no 
unjust verdict.”’

When put together, 
they indicated that the Plunkett column was 
located somewhere near Lacken, six or seven 
miles from Blessington. The capture of 
Piunkett’s famous motor car, “Rory of. the 
Hills” (so named by the leader’s fighting 
companions), a short time ago, tended to 
confirm that conclusion. The occupiers of 
farmhouses not a hundred miles from the 
same neighbourhood, in addition, were able 
to relate, with much elaborate details, stones 
of ‘‘Commandant’’ Plunkett’s dieting tastes, 
as shown on the occasions of sundry “friendly” 
calls upon them. | 

The troops decided to start another round of 
“hide and seek.” Three columns partici- 
pated in the game. It was about three o'clock 
vesterday morning when they set out to find 
the “elusive Plunkett.” whose column is 
said to have been. lately reinforced by some 
prisoners who escaped from the Curragh 


Camp. 
AT KYLEMORE. 

The Tallaght Camp troops were the first to 
exchange greetings with the Plankett column. 
With about 15°or 20 of his men, Plunkett 
had established temporary field headquarters 
near the burnt-out shooting lodge of Kyle- 
more, which is owned by the Duke of Devon- 
shire. The lodge is situated on one of the 
middle slopes of a mountain forming part of 

Wicklow range. 

gs was barely ‘daylight when the Tallaght 
troops made their appearance. The silence 
of the morning was broken by a sharp out- 
burst of rifle fire. The soldiers took full 
advantage of the extensive cover offered by 
the rocks and thick belts of gorse. Their 
opponents were equally well sheltered. A 
brisk exchange of fire now commenced. The 
Republican leader appears to have arranged 
an easy way of retreat for his men. ‘Some- 
where on the mountain a man became busy 
with a Thompson gun, and made any approach 
by the troops a very dangerous matter. | 

“Meanwhile the columns from Blessington 
and Naas had arrived, and for fully forty 
minutes both sides made morning hideous 
with the din of firing. At length the fire 
from above became fainter and fainter, but 
the Thompson gun continued to rattle 
messages of defiance at the troops below. 
Finally it also ceased. By that time the 
warriors on the mountains had got safely 
across the summit, . over the back, and into 
eminences less easy of access. The man 
with the Thompson gun was then enabled to 
steal silently away. Save for the fact that 
four men (three of them in bed and all un- 
armed) were captured elsewhere by the troops 
during the morning, the latest round of the 
game has gone io favour of the Plunkett 
column. 

HOW THE DRIVE FAILED. 

From another source it is learned that the 
drive was carried ott in the. mitintainous 
districts of Lacken, Humphreystown, and 
Ballynocken, villages lying four miles east of 
a line from Blessington to Ballymore-Eustace. 
Troops from Naas and Tallaght concentrated 
in Blessington late on Monday night, and in 
a preliminary round-up in the village arrested 
three men. : 

At five o'clock yesterday morning strong 
patrols moved out from the village towards 
the hills, searching all houses by the way. 
In a small farmhouse a patrol surprised five 
men, four of whom are alleged to have been 
much-wanted Republicans. ' 

Shortly afterwards the soldiers sighted a 
straggling party of men, estimated at between 
fifty and eighty in number, who were making 
their way over the broken ground on the 
lower slopes of the mountains. 

These men opened fire at long range on the 
soldiers, who replied vigorously, The fugi- 


a long wall. While a small party of soldiers 
maintained contact another party moved off 
in an attempt to encircle the column, but the 
operation was not successful. 

The soldiers kent up a heavy fire for half 
an hour, but the fugitives’ reply was desul- 
tory, and finally died away, as they made 
their escape, no doubt, in very small parties, 
These men have been living on the hills for 
seme weeks, and are familiar with every 
natural feature. which would enable hunted 
men to steal away unobserved by military 
patrols. | i 

There were no casualties among the troops, 
and none, so far as is known, among the 
Plunkett column. 

The prisoners, who were unarmed at the 
time of their arrests, were taken to Naas last 
night, and tMe‘troops returned to their 
stations. 

In the course of their searches of buildings 
the soldiers recovered several bicycles which 
had been stolen during the past few weeks. 


MILITARY ACTIVITY IN DUBLIN. 
Long before noon yesterday, National 
soldiers were more active and vigilant than 
they had been for many weeks in Dublin. 
ty midday patrols of soldiers were dotted 
all over the city, and many civilans were 
searched. 

Tramcars on all the rouies were boarded 
by the troops. and motor cars and” other 
vehicles were stopped and examined. This 
continued throughout the day and well into 
the evening. 

Even in the quieter districts wousual 
activity was noticed. There the patrols went 
to the length of examining the contents oí 
shoppers’ baskets. parcels, etc.,.and few resi- 
dents escaped attention. 

It is generally understood that military 
activity was connected with vesterday’s 
operations in the Wicklow hills. ;

VIOLENT OUTBREAK IN 
GERMAN PRISON. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Eight hundred inmates of the Brandenburg 
Prison broke out in open revolt last night, 
owing to the rejection of their demand for 
better food, freedom to smoke and read, and 
better pay for work. 

The prisoners smashed the windows and de- 
stroyed everything within reach, even trying 
to break the prison roof. Officials were en- 
tirely powerless and called in the police, who 
made use of their rifles, keeping up a con- 
tinuous fire, without, however, anyone being 
injured. 

The revolt was finally suppresse@g, but not 
until damage amounting to millions of marks 
had been caused.—(Reuter.}

ROME, Tuesday. 

Perfect marriages, they say, are those of 
opposites.. Italy and England seem to have 
been made by nature for such a union. Not 
long ago I saw our Unknown Warrior laid to 
rest in the Gothic gloom of Westminster 
Abbey, and since then I have often stood by 
the spot marvelling at its perfect peace and 
utter simplicity. : 

To-day, under the profound blue of the 
Italian sky, in an atmosphere of pomp and 
glory, in a setting of snowy marble and flam- 
ing gold, with plaudits ringing from end to 
end of the vast Piazza, while bands played 
martial music, and the pick of the great Army 
stood at the salute, have watched King 
George lay a wreath on the tomb of another 
unknown warrior—‘‘7gnoto Muitt”’ as the 
legend runs beneath the towering image of 
Victory. 

For years this will remain in my memory as 
the most magnificent, in the fullest meaning 
of that word, of all the great.ceremonies it 
has been my lot to witness. It is not our way 
of doing things—our way must seem drab to 
the sun-drenched Italians—but it is a fine way, 
nevertheless. The first to pass up the giant 
marble staircase that leads to the tomb, and 
to the colossal equestrian statue of Victor 
Emmanuel, one which dominates the central 
thoroughfare of modern Rome, was Queen 
Mary, on the arm of the King of Italy, a 
dapper little figure in grey-green, whom she 
completely over-shadowed. ; 

She was dressed in palest mauve, with a be- 
flowered mauve togue and many pearls. 
Queen Eleva, a slim, graceful dark figure, 
was, on the other hand, a trifle taller than 
King George, on whose arm she leant. The 
King wore the workman-like service uniform 
of a British Admiral, in which he looks his 
best and is most at home. Lifeguards lined 
the mighty stairway to right and left, and 
far below in the Piazza one could see the 
crowd pressing forward against lines of grey- 
green troops, dressed as they were dressed in 
the campaign on the Piave. 

As the procession passed up, scores of men 
near me, in uniform and out of it, gave the 
Fascist salute, the ancient Roman salute— 
right arm awd hand extended in a forward 
direction at the level of the shoulder. 

So again old and new met, for here we 
stood on a 20th century monument of re- 
united Italy, while peeping over the surround- 
ing medieval palaces was the second century 
Trajan column, commemorating the Emperor s 
victory over the Germanic Dacians. The 
King’s wreath was well suited to the dramatic 
nature of the whole proceedings. It was so 
large that it had to be carried by two towering 
cocked-hatted policemen, whom it completely 
hid, measuring as it did eight feet at its 
lower axis. The colouring was red, white, 
and blue—red and white roses, arum lilies, 
and blue iris, with a background of palms. 
The inscription ran, ' From King George the 
Fifth ’’—nothing more. 

As the wreath was raised in front of the 
tomb, the hand-clapping of the crowd in the 
square came up like the distant raftle cf 
machine-guns. The King and Queen s%ood 
talking for eome minutes in the shade cast 
by a colonnade, which leaps another hundred 
feet into the sky, for though it was still 
only 10 o’clock, the heat was already intense. 

Then, after examining the tomb, minutely, 
and commenting upon it to King Victor, 
Queen Mary crossed to where six women in 
black were awaiting presentation. EA 

Two were weeping, aud all six wore mill- 
tary medals won by dead husbands or sons, 
but most conspicuous in each case was the 
coveted gold medal for valour. Less than 
a hundred of these have been issued, and 
the wearer is ‘entitled to a salute even from 
the King himself. Queen Mary shook bands 
with each, and smiled her sympathy. <A 
little earlier—for the King and Queen rise 
early and retire late every day this week— 
the Pantheon had been visited, and wreaths, 
similar to the one I have déscribed, had been 
laid on the tombs of King Victor Emmanuel 
1., the first King of United Italy, and King 
Humbert I., who was assassinated in 1900 

The Royal visitors signed their names in 
the two books kept for such oceasions, and 
afterwards stood in silent homage before the 
tomb of Raphael. From the burial place of 
the Unknown Warrior they drove to the 
International Institute of Agriculture, where 
the King received an address and spoke in 
reply. PES PASTS 

Referring to ‘‘ my fellow-agriculturists,”” he 
expressed deep sympathy with. their trials 
and anxieties in these difficult days following 
the war, and added—‘‘I do not despair, be- 
lieving that their traditional patience, cour- 
age and enterprise will again carry them 
triumphantly through the present crisis. — 

Theebest and most direct path to prosperity 
seemed to him to lie along lines of inter- 
national co-operation, such as the institute

The afternoon was spent in a whirlwind 
tour of the ruins of ancient Rome. Four 
leading antiquarians of the city acied as 
guides to the four principal groups of crumbl- 
ing remains. First came the Forum, 
followed by a fleeting glimpse of the Palatine 
Hill, to which legend declares the Tiber 
floated the cradle of Romulus and Remus, 
in order that they might be suckled by a she- 
wolf, and found the City of Rome. “From 
this symbol of the Eternal City’s birth, the 
King and Queen passed td the greatest relic 
of its prime—the Colosseum. 

Here Professor Lancian, the great arch- 
wologist, conducted them to the dens of the 
wild beasts, and showed them the arena where 
countless Christians sdffered martyrdom. 

By starlight Jast night I watched Roman 
youths dancing to the music of mandoline 
and castancts on the very spot where 5,000 
animals and many gladiators perished during 
the opening gala performances more than 
1,800 years ago. 

Professor Lanciani explained the wonders 
of the baths of Caracalla, the vast and 
luxurious bath club of the ancient Romans, 
founded by the philosophic Emperor Marcus 
Aurelius, which he did so much to rediscover. 
Two thousand bathers, waited on by in- 
numerable slaves, once Iuxuriated here, and 
in later vears, as the King and Queen were 
told, Shelley wrote much of “ Prometheus 
Unbound.” 

The catacombs and caves which for 3550 
vears served as the cemetery of persecuied 
Christians came last. Proiessor Marettchi 
and the Superior of the Trappist monks, who 
act as guardians of the place, led the way 
through dark passages where the bodies of 
martyrs rest, and the King and Queen were 
lost in wonder at this supreme revelation of 
the endurance of the faith. 

An English expert, Dr. Nicholas Ashley, 
Director of the British School of Archsology, 
finally pointed out to the Royal visitors the 
dead glories of the Appian Way, and the still 


living beauties of that great witness to aj| 


Roman husband's love—the tomb of Cecilia 
Metella, the most perfect of all the ancient 
funereal monuments around the city. 

Even then the day s& call upon attention and 
interest was not over. Before dinner at the 
Quirinal, a flying visit was paid to a gala 
concert in the Augusteo, and the dinner itself 
was hardly restful, being of the variety 
called *diplomatic.”’ with endless presenta- 
tions and necessity for much dress and 
ceremonial.

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THE NOTE TO SOVIET 
RUSSIA, 
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“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS :— 


The Note which His Majesty's Government 
have addressed to the Soviet Government of 
Russia reached us too late for exhaustive 
examination to-day, but even on the most 
hasty perusal its general character is clear. 
It makes, and is intended to make, ‘further 
equivocation and evasion by the Bolshevists 
impossible, It sets out the chief wrongs 
which they have done us and the chief 
breaches by them of the express stipulation in 
the trade agreement of two years ago that 
they would refrain from hostile action or- 
propaganda against us. It demands satisfac- 
tion for these wrongs and a cessation of these 
injuries, and it gives the Soviet Government 
ten days from receipt in which to reply. The 
Note, it is. expressly stated, embodies the 
considered views of the Government, and it is 
presented with the desire to reach a definite 
conclusion. 

We have repeatedly urged the necessity of 
arriving at such a conclugion. The Govern- 
ment, we are glad to see gow acknowledge 
the step to be a duty, and a duty which has, 

erhaps, been already too long/delayed. The 
bolebeviste have the choice get clearly before 
them. ‘They must keep the conditions on 
which the agreement was granted them or 
they must make up their minds to see it 
terminated out of hand. The Note makes it 
mo that no other choice is open to them.

GREAT BRITAIN INTERVENES. 


with the official statement made by Lord 
Curzon and the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
yesterday, observes :—The principal necessity 
at this moment is to keep open a door that 
is now slightly ajar. In the last Note die 
patched by Dr. Cuno to the Allies there was 
one passage that does open the way for 
further discussion, and not for discussion 
only, but for practical and energetic work on 
the problem of reparations. Its important 
and essential feature was the declaration of 
willingness to submit the capacity of 
Germany to pay to a Committee of Interna- 
tional experts. That is an admission which 
it is necessary to keep open, and it is parti- 
cularly incumbent upon the British Govern- 
ment to maintain clear room for discussion, 
since the impulse which induced the German 
Government to make their hesitating and 
clumsy effort came from here. 

Lord Curzon unquestionably encouraged 
Germany to make an offer, and it is justifi- 
able to assume, in the case of so experienced 
and cantious a statesman. that when he! utged 


had thought out in advance the steps that 
must be taken if the German Govetnment 
should respond to his suggestion. If after 
the Fregch had made their separate replv 
he had remained inactive, if he had Bid 
the French reply as an _ excuse _ for 
inaction, that would have meant a 
complete abdication of the British 
position in Europe, which has lately been 
difficult enough to explain, but hae, in our 
opinion, been maintained and safeguarded as 
far as 1t was possible to do so in the policy 
pursued by the Government. That policy 
can now be developed, and must be developed 
further, since the opportunity has once more 
been given for England to entér actively and 
helpfully into the European turmoil in our 
own just right, and with full regard for the 
rights of all our Allies. 

The British reply to the German Govern- 
ment should be not merely firm, but practical, 
which the French reply was not. With the 
question arising out of the recent occupation 
of German territory by French and Belgian 
military forces we are not primarily con- 
cerned, but on the general question of repara- 
tions the British attitude should once more be 
made absolutely clear. In the first place, the 
door for further negotiations should be kept 
open by insistence on the principle alre a 
admitted by Germany, that her capacity to 
pay should he determined by international ex- 
perts. We hope that the British Govern. 
ment, now that thev have found the oppor- 
tunity to speak and to act, will also find 
means of inducing Germany to make at last 
such an offer as can fairly be considered bv 
ali the world as the basis of a practical and 
fina] settlement. 


THE RIGHT NOTE.

French Government 
entered upon their adventure in coercion, and 
it is surely time to remind our Ally that we 
still continue to exist and intend to have a 
voice in matters of such immediate practical 
moment as reparations, and of such continu- 
ing responsibilitv as the execution of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. Even if the German Note had 
been wholly insincere, nrovocative, and un- 
satisfactory, it would still have been the more 
prudent policy ta return a reasoned reply. The 
British Government has now the opportunity 
to make good the French ovérsicht.

DEMAND FOR RANSOMS, 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE,

WASHINGTON, Tuesday, 

The possibility of American tre ps being used, 
with those of other nations, in hunting down 
the Chinese bandits, who derailed the Pukow- 
Tientsin express train, is being considered. 
The decision will depend apon the outcome 
of the conference of the Diplomatic Corps at 
Peking, attended by the American Minister. 
It is understood that the American Govern- 
ment will rely upon the latter’s recommenda- 
tion, if any action is deemed necessary. 

It is understood (says a Peking message) that 
the Chinese Government is issuing a Manifesto, 
expressing regret for the outrage. The civil 
and military Governors of Shantung are to 
be punished, and the responsible military 
commissioners dismissed. The Tuchuns of 
the neighbouring provinces will be ordered to 
obtain the speedy release of the captives, and 
suppression of the bandits. 

The robbers have been located about 0 
miles from Lincheng, which is a district 
notorious for brigandage. Negotiations have 
already been started for the release of the 
foreigners. Heavy ransoms are being de- 
manded, the demands being accompanied by 
the usual threats against the prisoners’ lives. 
It is confirmed that Mr. :Rowlatt, the manager 
of the Reiss Company at Tienstin, is a 
prisoner, as is also the British representative 
of Messrs. Butterfield’s, whose name has not 
been ascertained, 

The bandits also hold M. Gensberger 
(Freach), Signor Musso (italian), two Ameri- 
can Majors, one of whom is wounded; two 
brothers, Elias (French); Mr. Solomon, Mr. 
Friedmann, and Mr. Powell (Americans), and 
several others, The foreign women have been 
released. 

A hundred Chinese- subjects remain in the 
hands of the bandits. 

It is confirmed that the British subject, 
killed during the attack on the train is Joseph 
Rothman, 


LAUSANNE CONFERENCE. 


MANY POINTS REFERRED TO 
EXPERTS. 
LAUSANNE, Tuesday. 

Among other matters discussed at to-day's 
meeting of the Political Committee may be 
mentioned the following :—The confirmation of 
the decisions of the occupying Powers in 
Turkey, which were referred back to the 
jurists; the request of Ismet Pasha for the 
return of the ammunition and Turkish ships 
seized during the war with Greece-(with re- 
gard to which Sir Horace Rumbold said that 
the subject might come up later, and the 
matter was referred to the jurists and ex- 
porte) : the prohibition of the export of arms 
y private persons. and the prize decisions, 
which were also referred to the jurists. 

With regard to the accession of Belgium, 
Poland, Portugal, and Czecho-Slovakia to the 
Peace Treaty, Ismet Pasha based his objection 
to this largely on the ground that Turkey 
wished to make separate arrangements with 
those States. All attempts to induce Ismet 
to abandon his opposition failed, and the dis- 
cussion was adjourned.—(Press Association's 
Special Correspondent.)

Regarding the alleged intimation addressed 
to M. Vorovsky,. the Russian delegate. by 
the so-called Swiss Nationa! Leacue. the mem- 
bers of which are a kind of Swiss Fascisti, 
requesting him to leave the country, it is 
learned in Russian circles that what actually 
happened was that some members of the 
League proceeded on Sunday to the Hotel 
Cecil, where M. Vorovsky is staying, and re- 
quested to see him.

It is further stated in Russian circles that 
nothing is known regarding the communica.

the Secretariat of the Conference, stating that 
the Russians cannot at present be considered 
as invited to conference. The Russians de.

MR. JOHN SEYMOUR LUCAS. 


Mr. John Seymour Lucas, the. well-known 
historical and portrait painter, died last night 
in the presence of his daughter in Southwold 
Cottage Hospital. As the result of a fall in 
his home at Blyithborough some days ago, he 
was taken to the hospital, with three of his 
ribs broken. Mr. Lucas, who was in his 
seventy-fifth year, was a native of London. 
He was educated at the Royal Academy School 
of Art. and afterwards practised as a painter 
of genre and historical pictures and portraits. 
He became an Associate of the Royal Academy 
in 1886, and was an examiner in the Depart- 
ment of Science and Art, South Kensington. 

In 1898 he painted a fresco for the Reval 
Exchange, representing William the Conqueror 
granting the first charter to the City of Lon- 
don, and was commissioned by King Ed’eard 
VII. to paint the reception of the Moorish 
Embassy in 1901. Later he painted for the 
House of Commons a large fresco of “ The 
Flight of the Five Members, 1642.” In 1877 
he married Marie Elizabeth, daughter of Louis 
Dievdonne de Cornelissen, who was lineallv 
descended from Antonius Cornelissen, of Ant- 
werp, patron of the fine arts and a friend of 
Van Dyck, who painted his portrait. Mr. 
Lucas had been a Royal Academician since

ANTRIM CASTLE, 


£90,000 CLATMWED. 
STORY OF THE FIRE. 
 —————— i . 


The thrilling story of the fire at Antrim 
Castle on the 28th October last was retold to 
Judge Thompsov in the Belfast Recorder's 
Court yesterday, when £90,000 damages was 
sought for in respect of the fire, which was 
alleged to be malicious. 7 ' 

The applicants were Mr. Thomas Edward 
Gloster, of Collon (Co. Louth), Mr. Thomas 
Ainsworth, of Stackallen Glebe (Co. Meath), 
as trustees, and Viscount Massereene «nd 
Ferrard. . a 

The Attorney-General, in opening the case 
for the claimants, said the application was 
for £90,000 for damage done to Antrim 
Castie on the early morning of Sunday, 28th 
October, 1922. Lord and Lady Massereene 
were in residence at the time. There were 
also about six guests, together with the ser- 
vants. They all retired at about 12 o'clock 
on Saturday night. Lord Massereene, before 
retiring, took the precaution of going round 
the mansion to ensure that all the fires were 
out, and that there was no danger from any 
particular quarter, —. wh 

Describing the five in detail, the Attorney- 
General said that about half-past three in the 
morning Colonel Richardson was awakened 
by amoke and a choking sensation, and imme. 
diately raised the alarm. Everything was 
done fo arouse al] the guests and servants, and 
to get them out of the building. Lord 
Maseereene came out of his room, and, on 
looking along the passage, found that there 
was a roaring fire going through the well of 
the house. The smoke was thick, and the 
heat so intense that it was imposatble to get 
out in that direction. Lord Massereene ran 
to the other side of the house, and got down 
the back stairs, with the idea of seeing what 
could be done to save the property. He then 
discovered thet there was another fire jn an. 
other part of the castle towards the billiard- 


room. 

Colonel Richardson next endeavoured to 
save some of the furniture, and broke into the 
diningroom, going ‘through to the Oak Room, 
where he found another independent fire. 
Counsel] explained that neither of the other 
two fires could possibly have started this third 
fire in the Oak Room. 

SPEAKER'S. CHAIR LOST. 

The Attorney-General then mentioned that 
in the Oak Room there was an alcove, 1n 
which was situated the famous Speaker's Chai 
of the Irish Parliament, which was given to 
Lord Massereene for custody. The cnair was 
destroyed. 3 

Calling attention to some of the salient 
features of the case, the Attorney-General 
said that a very elaborate system of water 
supply for the Castle had been arranged. 
Counsel ‘mentioned that a cistern with 4 
capacity of 1,800 gallons, which was filled to 
overfiowing on Saturday evening, was found 
empty when Lord Masereene and the footman 
tried to turn on the water to use the hose. 
Counsel suggesied that some person who in- 
tended to burn the Castle—who knew all about 
the arrangements in the house—allowed this 
water to run off, so that when the fire took 
place there would be no means of checking 
the outbreak. Windows in the boot room 
and the larder in the basement had been 
hadiy tampered with. These windows had 
heen forced open, and the protecting bar 
inside of each was wrenched off. It was 


quite possible then to get through with a bit 


of a squeeze. : 

Ti was a curions thing that the police guard 
on the Castle had hecn. withdrawn at the 
time of the fire. For some considerable time 
there was a guard of Specials on the Castle, 
but ten days before the fire the police were 
taken away—in spite of the protests of Lord 
Masereenc, who made every effort to have 
the guard retained. He could not say 
whether it was ior motives of economy, of 
owing to over-confidence that the guard was 
taken away. Moreover, the Attorney-General 
pointed out that Lord Masereene had always 
taken a very prominent part in politics on the 
side on which he thought was the right one. 
He was a prominent member of the U.V.F.., 
and a member of the Northern Senate, In 
addition, Lady Massereene, about two or 
three months before the fire, had got at least 
two or three threnrtening letters. These 
letters threatened that she would be ' done 
in.” and also told her ladyship to be pre- 
pared to meet her Maker. And go, for some 
reason or other, Lord Massereene was un- 
popular with people whose policy it was to 
make it impossible for the bke of Lord and 
Lady Massereene to live in the country. It 
was also part of the plan of campaign of these 
people to burn mansions. 

LORD MASSEREENE EXAMINED. 

Viscount Massereene and Ferrard, in reply 
to the Attorney-General, said that Antrim 
Castle belonged to his family from the early 
part of the seventeenth century. On the 28t 
October last he had some guests staying in 
the Castle. Lady Masserecne and their two 
children—a girl and a boy—were also there, 
as well as Colonel Richardson, who had been 
his agent for about a couple of years. After 
dinner on the date in question some of the 
guests played bridge in the library and ‘the 
rest stayed in the Ingle Nook. he party 
broke up that night between 12.15 and 12.30 
o'clock. Before he retired he went through 


. the different rooms and saw that the fires were 


‘extinguished. After he had gone to his room 
he read for about a quarter of an hour, and he 


assumed he fell asleep between 1 o'clock and 


1.15 o'clock. About 3.45 a.m. by his watch 
he awoke, and he heard we Ae É shouting. 
“I recognised that it was Colonel Richardson's 
voice,’ said his lordship. ‘*‘ He (the Colonel) 
was shouting out, ‘Get up, get up; the house 
is on fire.’ Í struck a match and lit a candle 


_and went to the door of my room. When I 


opened the door I was met with a vast volume 
oi black smoke, which put out my light. The 
smoke was coming from the right-hand side of 
the grand staircase.’ Proceeding, the witness 
said that Colonel Richardson looked after the 
safety of the two children. When the witness 
went to warn the guests he could not get to 
them, as the balustrades were burning. He 
then met a couple of maids and he brought 
them down to the basement. He detailed the 
efforts he made to get the hydrant to work, 
and said that he could get no water except a 
mere trickle. Everyone in the mansion was 
out by that time, and when he went outside 
he saw smoke and flames going right up the 
main staircase to the glass roof. He also saw 
a volume of smoke coming out on the top 
floor above the library, next door to the 


_xechapel. 


“When the men arrived with ladders,’’ pro- 
ceeded his lordship, 'T tried to get up the 
back staircase, because I heard some of the 
servants were not out. I got up the first floor 
and half-way up the second floor, and then ] 
fell down, having been overceme. J found. 
however, my way back on my hands and 
knees to the basement.’’ Subsequently he 
went round to the front of the house, and the 
rooms there were burning. A ladder was 
obtained, and General Cameron. who was the 
last to get out, made his escape by it. 

“Have you for a number of years,” asked 
the Attorney-General, “taken a prominent 
part in Ulster politics?’ 

Witness—-Yes, a fairly prominent part. 

After other evidence had been heard, the 
application was adjourned

APPROVED SOCIETY CLERK’S 
RECORD OF FORGERY. 


Al {he D ibiin C ity “ess:ONns vesterday, 
befare the Recorder. John F. Johnson was 
chatged with forging the name of James Leddy 
in ihe endorsement of a cheque for £5 15s. on 
December 13, 1921. He was also charged on a 
second count with uttering the forged cheque. 

Mr. Carrigau, K.C. (instructed by the State 
Solicitor), prosecated, i 

Vir. James Sealy, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.), defended. 

Mr. Cervigan said that the prisoner was 
chatge clerk of the payments branch of the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ Union 
Approved Society, which society Was mainly 
composed of workmen, and had numerous 
branches. members who became infirm or dis- 
abled being entitled to benefits when their 
claims were proved. The prisoner was practi- 
cally in sole charge of the benefits branch of 
the society since 1920, and during that time it 
Was alleged he had pursued a course of de 
liberate and callous fraud, by which poor, dis 
abled and sick members of that society had 
been defracvded to the extent of from £1,599 
to £2,000. | 

One system adopted by the prisoner was to 
give a person & first and, perhaps. a second 
and third cheque. and then, while according to 
the books of the committee weekly cheques 
were being issucd, he misappropriated the 
money and told the relatives that the henefits 
had ceased. 

in other cases where relatives of a sick 
member made claims they were told that the 
claims would be investigated ard to return at 
a certain time. Prisoner would then take the 
claim to the committee and have a substantial 
cheque drawn, and then would misappropriate 
the amount br endorsing the name of the 
pavec. When the relatives returned they wore 
told that according te the rules the sick mem- 
ber was out of benefit. 

The prisoner's audacity was such and he 
enjoyed such immunity that on one occasion 
he actually put in a claim for a man who was 
not n member at all. The committee issued a 
Cheyue for £11 5s. and the prisoner cashed it. 

Tiere were thirteen charges against the 
accused, but ceunre] propesed to take .one 
definite cese—-that of James Leddy, to whom 
a cheque had been iesued. ! 

josepn Cantwell. a clerk in the National 
Henlth Branch of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union at the offices, Liberty 
Hall, sisted that the accused was in charge of 
the payment of claims to persons entitled to 
benefits. A special form of cheque was issued 
and drawn ov the Hibernien Bank. Witness 
filled up the cheque produced, which was 
sicned by two of the trusicee. He believed 
that the cheque was drawn by the prisoner. 

Cross-exemined by Mr. Sealy—The cheque 
books were lying loose, and if Mr. Johnson 
was absent any other clerk could hand the 
cheques to the applicants, 

James Leddy stated that in 1921 he was a 
member of the Health Branch of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Approved 
Society. He fell il] in November, and his 
sister made a claim for benefits, but never 
got any. He never signed the name ‘‘ James 
Leddy” on the back of. the cheaue for £3 15s. 
produced, and never cashed a cheque in Mr. 
J. Doran's public-house. 

Lily Dowling stated that her husband, who 
was a member of the society in 1921. became 
ill, and had to be removed to hospital, where 
he was detained for thirteen months. She 
put in a claim, and in July last went to the 
office and asked the accused if he had received 
the medical certificates, and he said he had. 
but that the case would have to be investigated. 
He told her to call back again. She called 
back abont three times and met the prisoner, 
who told her that the case was being con- 
sidered. In August he handed her a cheque 
for £1 2s. 6d. for three weeks’ money. and 
told her that the nine months money waa not 
payable. The name “Lonis Dowling” at. 
tached to the receipt produced for £10 86. 
was not signed by -her husband. who is 
paralysed and in the Richmond Hospital. 

Several other witnesses were examined. 
and deposed that they did not endorse ar 
cash cheques for various amounts. 

Jobn Doran, Marlborough street, publican, 

staied that he cashed a number of cheques 
which were brought to him by the prisoner. 
Witness thought that they were in order and 
that they were duly signed by the payees. 
_ Crossexamined by Mr, Sealy—The prisoner 
brought the cheques on Saturday afternoons 
when the banks were closed. The prisoner 
generally came alone. 

Mr. Ferrell, acting-manager of the society, 
stated that the prisoner paid out the cheques. 
On some oceasions wha he was absent 
another clerk took his place. 

Auswering the Recorder—He said that he 
was not awere, and did not think the Com- 
mittee was aware, that their chief clerk bad 
cashed cheques in a publichouse. If the 
banks were closed and the cheques were 
encorsed by payees, he did not see any harm 
in payees geiting them cashed in a shpp. 

Mr. Sealy, for the defence, said that it was 
unfortunate that the law prevented himh call. 
ing Johnson. who could give an explahation 
on oath that would satisfy the jury. He 
submitted that the work ‘in the Transport 
offices was loosely done. Counsel submitted 
that the prosecution had failed to prove the 
case, and that the accused should be 
acquitted. 

The Recorder, having reviewed the 
evidence, the jury retired, and after a brief 
absence, returned with a verdict of guilty on 
hoth counts, They added that they ‘con- 
sidered the business of this section of the 
I nion was conducted in a very loose manner. 

The Recorder said that he was quite agreed 
and thet was the reason this fraud was com- 
mitted. The prisoner should be put back. 
Ít was a very serious offence. 

Mr. Sealy said that the prisoner was 
married and had a wife and children, one 
child being only four months’ old, 

, The Recorder asked what was the extent 
of the defalcations, and on being informed by 
Mr. (srrigan thet they amoun to over 
£1,500, he eaid that for a fraud of that 
magnitude he would be compelled to give the 
prisoner a severe sentence. 

The prisoner was then put back.

VERDICT OF WILFUL 
MURDER. 


Dr. P. Stokes, Deputy Coroner, held an 
inquest yesterday on Sergeant Brabazon, of 
the National Army, who died from wounds 


received at Coaten Bridge. ca! 

Sergeant Frank Lonergan identified the 
remains, He said that Sergeant Brabazon 
was 28 years of age, ara was single. 

Seregant-Major Harding stated? that on 
Sunday evening at 9.15 he left Ardfinan with 
Seregant Brabazon, Corporal Day, and ten 
men, and weut in the direction oi Coaten 
Bridge. Their objective was a dance hail. 
They got to within three hundred yards of 
the hall, halted. and made preparations for 
surrounding the hall. While they were 
halted a man walised out of a small gate on 
the roadside, and across the road in a 
casual way, whistling, and with his hands in 
his pockets. Sergeant Brabazon walked 
towards him. As he did so the man turned 
and walked back towards the gate, in the 
same casual manner. As Sergeant Brabazon 
approached he said ' Good night" to the 
man, who returned the salutation. Just then 
they both got out of sight, as there was a 
slight curve in the road, and there were 
overhanging bushes. 

The sergeant would be thirty yards away 
from where the other troops were. Imme- 
diately witness heard a report from as revol- 
ver. Sergeant Brabazon staggered to the 
centre of the road and came towards wit- 
ness.

When they got to Ardfinnan Brabazon 
was attended by a priest and a doctor. He

There was only one shot fired. Sergeant 
Brabazon had no revolver, but had a Lee- 
Enfield rifle, and was carrying it “at the 
easy,” under bis left arm. The light was bad 
at the time—10.15—and witness could not 
recognise the man’s features. He was about 
6 feet high, with a slight stoop. After the 
shot the crowd cleared out of the dance hall.

perary, on the occasion of his triennial visite- | 
tion, the Most Rev. Dr. Harty, Archbishop of 
Cashel and Emly, said that he would like to 
say a few wordy regarding the present situa- 
tion in Ireland. 

The time has now come, he said, to thank 
Almighty God that we see at last the ap- 
proaching end of the sad struggle which has 
divided our people during the last twelve 
months—the end of the campaign against the 
lawful Gorernment of the country, which has 
brought such terrible havoc and destruction 
in its train. Wel onght to ask God to give 
our country that peace which she so sorely 
necds—a peace which will recognise the legit:- 
mate authority of the Government that, is 
elected by the people, a peace which will 
bring settled and ordered conditions to the 
country, and a peare that will leave no seeds. 
of bitterness behind. 

Unfortunately, there has been a great deal 
of disorder in the country of late. In many 
parts of the country there has been very little 
regard for some of the Commandments. There 
has been very little regard for the Seventh 
Commandment, which tell us that it is a sin 
to steal the property of our neighbcur. In 
many parts of the country, there were whole- 
sul. robberies. ‘There were many people who 
wonld not themselves directly commit 
robbery, but who participate in robbery by 
taking possession of property which they 
know to have been stolen, and it is greatly 
to the discredit of the country that so much 
of thig was done. 

We want a peace that will ensure that the 
law of God shall be observed. We want a 
peace in which al) the people will be united 
mm working for the good of the country. No 
donbt there will be controversies—there must 
be controversies where there is anything like 
a healthy public spirit. In every vwell- 
governed coantry you have such natural 
differences of opinion; vou have them in 
France and in the United States and in 
Canada; but these controversies can be carried 
on without any personal ill-feeling, and all 
public questions can be settled in the ordinary 
constitutional way, by a free vote of the 
people. 


A FOOTBALLER’S WAGES. 


, 
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PROFESSIONAL PLAYER WHO 
HAD £9 WEEKLY. 

The King’s Bench Divisional Court in 
London yesterday allowed the appeal of Mr. 
Henry Leddy, a professional footballer, from 
the decision of the County Court Judge 
dismissing his claim for damages for a breach 
of contract against the Chesterfield Football 
Club. The case was regarded as a test one, 
and leave to appeal further was given. 

Counsel for Leddy said that in March, 
1922, he was engaged by the club as a pro: 
fessional football player until May this year, 
the engagement being subject to the rules of 
the Footbal! Association. Leddy was to receive 
£9 weekly, the maximum prevailing. In 
April last year the Foothal] Association passed 
a rule that no player should be paid more 
than £6 weekly during the close season and 
£8 weekly during the playing season, The 
club paid Leddy these reduced amounts, and 
when he sued for breach of agreement Judge 
Ewell, at Chesterfield, decided against him. 

Counse] for the club argued that the agree- 
ment was subject to the rules of the Football 
Association, but the appellant’s Counsel con- 
tended that a rule subsequently altered could 
not affect an agreement which had been 
entered into previously. 

Damages were agreed at £52. 

Mr. Justice Lush, in giving judgment, 
expressed the view that dy was not sub- 
ject to the altered rule at all, and that he had 
never submitted himself to the power of the 
League to diminish his wages. The conten- 
tion of the club appeared to be unreasonable, 
and the County Conrt Judge was wrong in 
ever assuming that the pes agreement 
was subject to the altered regulations.

|ATTACK ON ‘TITLES. 
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LABOUR M.P.'S DEMAND 
FOR ABOLITION.’ 


(By Our PagiiamentTaRy CoRRESPONDENT.) 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
Mr. A. A. W, H. Ponsonby, who began his 
political career as a Liberal and then joined 
the Labour Party, made his promised on- 
slaught on titles in the House of Commons 
to-day, when he obtained leave to  intro- 
oon ‘*The Hereditary Titles Termination 

ill,” 

Mr. Ponsonby, who is a t grandson cf 
Earl Grey (Prime Minister, 1630), said that his 
bill would enable the holder of any hereditary 
title to renounce that title by a deed poll re- 
gistered in the Chancery Division. fle be- 
lieved that a great many people would take 
advantage of this. There were high-soundmg 
titles which were only an embarrassment to 
Peers of ancient lineage, who would be ready 
to drop their titles, in yiew of the colleagues 
who had been presented to them during the 
last few years—(laughter)—and to members of 
Parliament who were reluctant to leave the 
House of Commons on proceeding to a peer- 
age. “The bili also provided that no heir or 
heiress to a peerage born after the passing of 
the Act shou!d succeed to the title. . 

The bill, he declaréd, erred on the side of 
moderation. Those who were in favour of re- 
forming the Second Chember, and those who 
would abolish it as a useless excrercence on 
tha Constitution, would support the bill. 

Everyone agreed that the peerage was be- 
coming grotesque. (Laughter and cheers.) 
When the Labour Party came into power— 
(cries of '“Oh!')—neither for party purposes 
nor for public services would they have re- 
course to the conferring of hereditary honours, 
(Labour cheers.) The bill would affect 
baronets, of whom there were more than a 
thousand. There would be more than weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth in that quarter than 
even in the peerage. (Labour cheers.) 

Dignity, merit, and distinction were fast 
disappearing from the peerage. (Laughier.) 
Party payments, beer and whiskey were tak. 
ing their place. (Labour cheers.) The whole 
institution was an object of ridicule. Here- 
ditary titles ministered to vanity, encouraged 
corruption, and led to snobbishness and 
fiunkyiem. (Laughter and cheers.) 

The question was then put: “ That leave 
be given to introduce the bill,” and the 
Speaker declared that the ‘‘ Ayes’ had it. 
Immediately there was a storm of protest 
from those who were opposed to the measure. 
They declared that they were not asked to 
indicate their opinion. 

The Speaker said that he had put the ques- 
tion quite clearly, and could not go back on 
his decision. If hon. members wished to 
divide they should have been more ajert. He 
was much surprised that no member opposed. 

Mr. Ponsonby then brought in his bill, 
which was read a first time, amid Labour 
cheers. 

Having been unsuccessiul in their attempt 
to remove what they considered some of the 
most objectionable features of the Rent Re- 
striction Bill in Committee and on Report, the 
Labour Party made another frontal attack on 
the measure in the House this evening. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, moving the rejec- 
tion of the bill on the;third reading, charac- 
terised it as a specially objectionable example 
of retrospective legislation, inequitable in its 
relief, aud a piece of class enactment, which 
showed that property alone had the ear of the 
Government. 

Sir Robert Horne, thesex-Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, came to the relief of a much- 
harassed Government. The property owner, 
in his view, was not the villain Labour mem. 
bers sought to make out. The landlord, he 
considered, had rights as well as other people. 

Sir Ernest Pollock’s suggestion that there 
was a ‘precedent for retrospective legislation 
of this kind called forth loud denials from Mr. 
Maxton and Mr, Buchanan, and the latter, 
after the ex-Solicitor-General had resumed his 
seat, walked across the floor of the House and 
had it out with his learned friend. The two 
engaged in argument for at least ten minutes, 
with what result was not agparent. 

Sir Alfred Mond, on this occasion, found 
himself at one with the Labour Party. The 
bill, in his opinion, was ill-conceived, clumsily 
executed, dangerous to the Commonwealth, 
and unfair to those tenants who had already 
paid more than thet ought to have done. He 
announced his intention of voting against the 
third read¥ig. . 

Tke debate proceeded quietly eneugh until 
the Attorney-Genéral rose to reply, when the 
atmosphere became a little heated. Sir 
Douglas Hogg first dealt with Sir Alfred 
Mond, whom he quoted as saving, in January, 
1922, that the view held by so many land- 
lords, that the giving of a notice to quit was 
unnecessary as a condition precedent to de- 
manding an incréase of pent, was not unreason- 
able. There was general laughter and cheers 
at this turning of the tebles upon Sir Alfred, 
who was rising to explain when Mr. Jack 
Jones, from beneath the gallery, startled the 
Hotse by shouting: “You are a collection of 
swindlers, the lot of you.”’ 

Uproar followed, and there were insistent 
cries from the Government benches of 
‘Order!’ and “ Withdraw!’ The Speaker 
said that the expression used was in- 
admissible, .and called upon the member for 
Silvertown to withdraw it. Mr. Jones was at 
first obdurate. He was not, he said, interested 
in a quarrel hetween hon. gentlemen on both 
sides who had been taking part in robbing 
people. 

This led to a renewed disturbance, and Mr. 
Kirkwood, who had evidently not closely 
followed what had gone on, asked what it was 
that Mr. Jones had got to withdraw. “he 
Speaker said that the hon. member for Silver- 
town had used an unparliamentary expression, 
aud he must ask him to withdraw -t. | Mr. 
Jack Jones agreed to do so, adding that. he 
really had no intention of saying anything 
offensive. 

After this the Attorney-General was 
allowed to proceed in peace, and when he 
had concluded his arguments a division -was 
taken, with the regult that the third reading 
of the bill was carried by 266 to 169.

The Galway County Council at its quarterly 
meeting discussed communications from the 
Local Government Department and the County 
Galway Farmers’ Association, with reference 
to the collection of rates.

In the Northern Parliament yesterday, Mr. 
McGuffin asked the Minister of Commerce 
whether, in view of the increasing desire for 
the establishment of a broadcasting station " 
the six county area, he was in a position 
make a statement with respect to the matter.

EDUCATION BILL. 
‘ MORAL ” INSTRUCTION. 


The Committee stage of the Education Bill 
was continued. . . 

Mr. McKeown, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Kducation, proposed an 
amendment to Clause 7 (Part II.) making it 
clear that education would be both literary 
and moral. He said that the amendment was 
necessary because a misunderstanding had 
arisen, and it was not generally assumed that 
moral instruction was a necessary part of edu- 
cation. It was never intended that moral 
instruction should not be taught, and it was 
assumed that the education authorities would 
provide for it without looking for specific 
authority from the text of the bill. 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mrs. Chichester moved an amendment stat- 
ing that the elementary system of education 
should include the elementary principles of 
domestic economy. 

Mr. Lloyd Campbell supported the amend- 
ment, and said that some instruction might 
also be given to boys upon the general 
management and support of a household. He 
a it that girls, at any rate, should be 
tanght the principles of domestic economy or, 
to use a vulgarism, to “feed the beast.”’ 
(Laughter. ) 

““I speak as one of the beasts,’’ he added, 
““and there is no doubt whatever that when 
a man comes home tired irom his day’s 
work it is a great attraction for him to find a 
comfortable home and a good meal.”’ 

Mr. Lynn said that political 
might be included as well as 
economy. 

Mr. M‘Keown said that he could not accept 
the amendment, which was withdrawn. 

FEES, 

Mr. M‘Keown moved to add to Clause 8: 
“ That a scale of school fees in any public 
elementary school other than a provided 
echool or school transferred to the Education 
authority shall not be fixed except with the 
approval of the Ministry, and no scale of 
school fees which immediately before the ap- 
pointed day was in force in any public ele- 
mentary school under the provisions of the 
Irish Education Act, 1892, shall be altered 
except’ with such approval.”’ 

The amendment was passed. 

Dr. Morrison, a member for Qneen’s Uni- 
versity, moved an amendment providing 
“That where such a school replaces an 
existing school or schools, or diminishes 
attendance, teachers displaced shall be re- 
tained in the employment of the Education 
authority.” He said that they were all 
anxiots for economy, but they did not wish 
economy to override justice. He did not 
think that it would be fair or reasonable to 
displace teachers, and not give them another 
position, a pension, or a Jump sum of money. 

Mr. Duff said that the Belfast Corporation, 
as the County Education Authority, would 
look very jealously at any amendment throw- 
ing further responsibilities upon them, par- 
ticularly as the State was responsible for the 
teachers’ salaries. They should also be re- 
eponsible for displaced teachers, if any. 

Mr. Lynn said that they were all anxious 
that no injustice shoald be done. If there 
was an assurance from the Ministry that no 
injustice would be done to teachers under 
these circumstances, it would relieve the mind 
of the member for the University. 

Mr. McKeown said that there waa no in- 
tention of doing any injustice to the teachers, 
but he could not bind himself that the 
education authority must do certain things. 

Dr. Morrison accepted the assurance, and 
withdrew the amendment. 

Mrs. McMordie and Mr. Duff put forward 
an. amendment that the local education 
authorities might not only provide books at 
their discretion, but further give assistance, 
if necessary, for the purchase of books. 

Lord Londonderry undertook to accept the 
amendment. 


VALUATION. 
MERCHANTS’ COMPLAINTS. 
Sir. Crawford McCullagh asked the Minister 


of Finance whether he was aware that manu- 
facturers and merchants who had made addi- 
tions or improvements to their property have 
been muleted in enormous increases in their. 
poor law valuations, and whether new pri- 
vate dwellinghouses were not valued at a 
much higher rate than similar houses in the 
same locality built before the war, and 
whether the occupier of a.new house was 
not sufficiently penalised by the present 
high cost oí building construction; and 
whether this course seriously retarded the 
erection of private dwellinghouses and the 
general development of the city. 

The Minister of Finance reviewed the 
methods adopted in regard to various valua- 
tions. The one clear method of arriving at 
equitable valuations, he said, would be to 
have a complete re-valuation of all property 
throughout Northern ireland, but as members 
would appreciate such a proposal would in- 
volve financial and economic conditions of far- 
reaching effect. In order, however, to en- 
deavour to eliminate the inequalities of the 
casting. system he proposed to set up at an 
early sedate a small committee to advise the 
Government on the revision of the existing 
Valuation law.

REMARKABLE CASES 


[IN KERRY. 
———&— | | 
DISTRICT JUSTICE’S PLAIN 
- SPEAKING. 


Our Tralee Correspondent telegraphs :— 
Distriet Justice Johnson was engaged on 
Monday afternoon and yesterday in hearing 
charges of cattle-driving, conspiracy, and 
unlawful assembly against prisoners from 
various parts of Kerry. 

The cases arose out.of claims by the kecused 
men to land held by others, whose title was 
not disputed until recently. . 

In the Chute Hall case, which was partly 
heard last week, Timothy Sullivan, John 
-McGlinn, his wife, and his daughter, Katie 
Moore, and Jeremiah Murphy were sent for 
frial for a series of cattle-drives off the lands 
of Thomas Blennerhassett, who had purchased 
the lands from Major Chute. 

The evidence of s Blennerhasset was 
to the effect that he bought the field in dis- 
pute, and paid for it. His cattle were driven 
Jeu) pur “du FysnOg oY SIOJOq 27070 4oisjg 
the field, as his father had the grazing of it 
for years. 

In cross-examination by Mr. King, for the 
accused men, Thonias Blennerhassett admitted 
that he ‘knew that Timothy Sullivan was 
negotiating for the purchase of the field from 
Major Chute before he sought it, and that 
Sullivan wanted a passage to the field, which 
Major Chute could not give. He (Blenner- 
hassett) bought the field, and put his 
cattle on it, but they were driven off several 
times. 

Mrs. Blennerhassett told how, in May last 
year, armed men came to her house, said 
that they wanted the land for Timothy 
O'Sullivan, and that her husband “ would 
get .303 if he did not give it up.” They said 
that they would put cattle into the land 
next day. Next. mornimg she went out to see 
if any cattle had #een put on, and saw four 
men were there, three making up a gap, and 
The man with the 
rifle called on her to halt, she refused, and 
asked what they were doing in her field. The 
man with the rifle said: “This is God's 


iejd.”'

The witness further told how Thomas 
Scanlon came to her husband aiter the cattle- 
drive and asked him to leave it to arbitration. 
Her hueband agreed and went with Major 
Chute to Ballymullen Barracks, where, for 
quietness sake, Major Chute agreed to take 
back the land into his own possession until 
Courts had been set up to deal with such 


ABCs. 

Mr. Listen, State Solicitor, in asking to 
have the accused returned for trial, said that 
there was nothing at present disturbing the 
pores of the State so much as these claims to 
and. The laws under which we live in this 
country, he declared, are laws either made 
or adopted by the Government of the people, 
to be administered+ by judges appointed by 
the people, for the people's benefit. Any 
persons claiming a right to land, or wishing 
to redress grievances are welcome to come 
into these Courts, but, while they are wel- 
come to do this, if they attempt to enforce 
their rights by the high hand they will be 
dealt with with all the severity in the power 
of the justices and judges of the people. 
The high hand will be dealt with with the 
utmost rigour of the law, 

District Justice Johnson, in returning the 
accused for trial, said:—It may be well to 
state a few plain truths in connection with 
these claims to lands. The majority of the 
people in this country are still civilised, and 
such being the case civilisation is going to be 
carried on in the country. Those who do not 
bend to the will of the majority will get 
broken. A challenge to the legal right of 
anybody, not being expressed through the 
machinery provided by the Irish Government 
for rien, such a dispute, is a challenge to 
the Irish Government itself, and as such will 
be resisted by the whole weight of the 
Government and the whole support of the 
Irish people. 

There is a wide difference between love of 
land and love of the country, and the fact 
that a common highwayman, posing as 4 
censor of morality, and cowards who terrify 
women with revolvers and rifles, and black- 
guards who work in the dead of night and 
hide their faces by day—-the fact that 
ruffans of that type pretend to be patriots, 
will never affect the vital issue at stake in 
a title case. The adoption of such an 
attitude by such people will not 
tend to cast an incandescent halo, to encircle 
their = brows. These cases will be 
decided by the law of Ireland, as enacted or 
adopted by Oireachtas na hÉireann, and not 
by the law of the nocturnal visit, the cattle 
drive, the threatening letter, or the stop- 
That must go, and those who 
do not bend to the law will find, perhaps, 
when it is too late that their will is broken. 
This sort of thing must be stopped definitely 
and finally. 

I de not focus my remarks agains the 
I address them 
generally to everyone engaged in such cases. 

The accused were admitted to bail on sigh- 
ing an undertaking that they would not again 
interefere with the lands, and that their 
claim to the lands, if any, could only be 
established by due process of law. 

Sixteen men from Dingle district were sub- 
sequently sent for trial ow charges of cattle- 
driving and conspiracy in connection with the 
lands of Michael and Jonathan Moriarty, 
Dingle. 

Other similar cases are pending.

DUBLIN PORK TRADE 
CON DITIONS. 


_ 


At yesterday's sitting of the Commission on 
>rices, in the Mansion House, Dublin, Pro- 
fessor Whelehan presiding, Mr. John Bridge- 
man, Vice-President of the Dublin United 
Retail Tobacconists’ Association, was the first 
witness examined, 

Coil tobacco, he said, costing 10s. od. per 
lb., was retailed at 84d. per ounce, or Lis. 
4d. per lb., but in cutting twist one could 
not cut sixteen ounces out of a pound. One 
lost at least half an ounce. The manufac- 
turer charged net weight and that reduced 
the actual profit to about 16 per cent. in the 
most favourable circumstances. First quality 
twist cost 10s. Sd. ag Jb., and was sold at 

per ounce, or 12s. per Jb. Allowing for 
loss of weight the profit was 1s. 1ld. on 
say, lls. 8d., or approximately 16 per cent. 

Cut plug cost lis. 4d. per Ib., and pur- 
chasing from the manufacturers a discount of 
5 per cent. was given. That was an actual 
cost of 10s. 9d. This tobacco was sold at 
10d.. an ounce, or lds. 4d. per lb. There 
was also a waste of fully half an ounce in 
selling. The profit shown was about 2s. 2d. 
on 12s. 11d., or about 16} per cent. Solid 
plug, which cost 9s. 11d. per lb., with a dis- 
count of 5 per cent, cost 10s. r lb., and 
wae sold at 9d. per ounce. There was a 
waste of at least 5d., which showed a profit 
ef 2s. . | á 

Witness explained that he was giving the 
percentages on the turnover and not on the 
costs. 

There was waste on flakes, jOst the same 
as on twist and other brands. Many flakes 
cost lls. 8d. per Ib., but, of course, there 
were others at slightly different prices. The 
sale of flake generally gave a return of five 
per cent. If this flake was produced from 
ihe wholesaler at 11s. 10d. the retailer would 
make 10, per cent. by selling at 14s. per Ib. 
There would be a waste of about 6d. per Ib. 
on this class of tobacco. 

 PpoPULAR BRAND CIGARETTES. 

The most popular cigarette brands were 
those which sold at 6d. and Is. Other types 
sold at lower rates. One of the cheaper 
brands now cost 3Os. 9d. per 1,000, and 
aflorded a profit of 125 per cent. The 
“Woodbine” cigarette cost 59s. 2d. per 
1,000, as against 50s. 9d. before April 1. 

The cost price of 6d. and ls. packets of 
home-manufactured cigarettes was 45s. per 
1,000, and these were retailed at 50s., show- 
ing a profit of 5s., not including discount. 
Discount was merely a privilege granted b 
the manufacturers to retailers who pai 
“spot cash ” and took a certain quantity. 

Before April 1 the popular brands of im- 
ported cigarettes retailed in 6d, and Ils. 
packets were purchased from the manufac- 
turers at 410. 8d. per 1,000, and retailed at 
50s., showing a profit of 8s. 4d. for packets of 
tens. Packets of twenties cost 40s. per 
1,000, and were sold at 50s. 

Rep!: ' to the Chairman, the witness 
said that the manufacturers fixed a minimum 
sale price, but did not object to the retailer 
getting more if he could. He had not seen any 
manufacturers’ display cards fixing the price of 
packets of 20 at ll}d. He had no knowledge 
of retailers refusing to sel] popular brands of 
cigarettes just before the end of March. His 
experience was that before the end of March 
people were buying a great deal more than 
usual. Some retailers bought an extra supply, 
but so far as he knew they did not lay in 
large stocks before the end of March. He was 
not able to explain the larger imports of 
manufactured tobacco before the new rates 
came into operation. 

As to popular higher-priced Irish brands of 
cigarettes, witness said that “ Sweet Afton ” 
and “ Donore Castle’’ brands were priced at 
ls. 4d. per packet of 20. They were sold at 
58s. per 1,000, with a discount of 12} per cent. 


INCREASED DUTY. 

Mr. T. Carson, representing the same 
Association, said that the tobacconists were 
controlled during the war, and immediately 
control ceased English manufacturers in- 
creased the price of cigarettes by 3s. 6d. per 
1,000. ‘That increase was borne solely by the 
tobacconists. The difference in prices of 
to-day and pre-war time was due to the in- 
creased rate of duty, which had risen from 
Ss. 2d. to 8s. 4d. per lb. There had never 
been an increase in the price except when 
the duty had been increased. 

In reply to Mr. Farren, witness said that 
the Dublin Association fixed the price of 
twist and other cheap tobaccos, but the prices 
of cigarettes were fixed by the manufacturers. 

Mr. J. H. Fay, Hon. Secretary, Wholesale 
Tobacconists’ and Allied Trade Association, 
gave evidence regarding wholesale prices. 
Taking Player's cigarettes at £2 15s. Od. per 
1,000 cost price, with a cash discount of 12} 
per cent. on 5,000 upwards, the wholesale 
price was £2 lls. 8d., representing a profit 
of 7 per cent. on the turnover. The whole- 
saler's price was a fixed price. 

Plug tobacco costing 10s. ód. per Ib., on 
which there was 5 per cent. discount, made a 
net cost price of 9s. 9d., and wholesale 
10s, 5d., giving a profit of about 6.8 per cent. 
On cost and 0.4 per cent. on turnover. 

Witness handed in a tabulated 
betting out wholesale prices. | 

Mr. A. H. Knapp stated that profits in 
1917 were reduced compared with 1914, and 
the average profit was less now. The turn- 
over was greater, but the expenses were also 
greater. 

Mr. A. L. Agnew, President of the Whole- 
sale Tobacconists’ and Allied Trade Associa- 


_ tion, gave evidence regarding waste and loss 


due to moisture, and was followed by Mr. 
Colgan, of the same Association, who gav2 
similar evidence. 

After the luncheon interval the Commission 
heard evidence with reference to the prices 


of pork and coal. 


PORK PRICES. 

Mr. Archer, of the Dublin and District 
Master Pork Butchers’ Association, de- 
tailed the increases in working expenses since 
se days. Wages increased from 140 to 
80 per cent. Working hours were 50 per 
week, and payment had to be made at the 
rate of time and a quarter for overtime. The 
limitation of the working hours necessitated 
an increased number of assistants in the shops. 
In pre-war times the number of working 
hours was unlimited. 

In reply to Mr. Hewat, wiiness said that 
the prices in England for pork were much 
lower than in Ireland. There had been no 
reduction in the cost of labour in Dublin. 


COAL PRICES AND FREIGHTS. 


Mr. James J. Doyle, accountant and acting 
chief clerk of Grangegorman Mental weg, Oe 
said that at present steam coal] was being 
obtained at that institution and at Portrane 
Asylum from the Lewis Merthyr Company, 
Cardiff, under a very favourable contract en- 
tered into last November; and house coal 
from Messrs. Settle Speakman and Co., Liver- 
pool, under a like contract. Owing to the 
trouble in Germany, there had been recently 
a great advance both in coal prices and 
freights. If they were purchasing in the 
open market they would undoubtedly be 

ing a very much higher price than under 
their contracts. Since July, 1922, there had 
m an increase of 1s. 9d. per ton in the 
freight from Gerston to Dublin, and of 2s. 6d. 
per ton in the freight from Cardiff to Dublin. 

Mr. McClure, engineer, Portrane, gave ev!- 
dence as to coal prices in Portrane Asylum. 

Mr, James Carroll, coal factor, stated that 
coal factors were at present paying 42s. 4 
ton for cool received from. the yards, and 
delivering it in the streets at ós. a bag. 

The Commission adjourned until 11 o'clock 
on Friday next at the Shelbourne Hotel.

ENGLISH TOBACCO FIRMS IN 


IRELAND. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn,—It would be interesting to know the 
meaning of the Pastmaster-General’s state- 
ment that ‘‘as soon as the independent com- 
petitor is killed off, the combine will retreat 
to their English base and exploit from 
there.” Suppose, for the sake of argument, 
that the English firms, having expended many 
thousands of pounds in eatablishing factories 
in Ireland, had captured every ounce of the 
Irish trade, why should they then scrap their 
factories and withdraw to England, since 
their principal reason for coming to Ireland 
w:; because Mr. Walsh’s Government had 
imposed a prohibitive import duty on their 
English manufactures? Does he mean that, 
as soon as all the Irish tobacco manufacturers 
had been put out of business, the Free State 
Government would then abolish the import 
duty on English manufactured tobacco, and 
thus enable the English’ firms, if they so 
wished, to return to england and supply the 
Irish trade from there, as they do at present? 
It is also difficult to understand Mr. 
Walsh’s further statement that ‘‘ their advent 
will not add appreciably to employment 
here.” Apart from the employment, for 
several months, of hundreds of building 
operatives, who will be required to erect and 
equip the factories, permanent employment 
will be given to at least a thousand workers 
in Dublin alone to manufacture their goods. 
There is no reason to suppose that the com- 
panies concerned will adopt “ the golden rule 
that nobody can fill a post worth filling ex- 
cept Englishmen,’’ as at present practically 
all the principal positions in Ireland are filled 
by Irishmen.—Yours, etc., ~

A correspondent writes to you to- 
day, who says :—' For my part, I do not 
believe that the contemplated exploitation of 
our country by the huge trust in question 
wili prove an unmixed blessing.” This 
plunge into ' the falsehood of extremes ” is, 
in itself, sufficient to shake one’s confidence 
in the judgment of the person making it. 
The ‘‘unmixed blessing ” is a rara avis in- 
deed, and the pity is that the unblessed 
mixing of tobaccos is not as rare. 

It must be admitted that there is nothing 
to prevent the ‘‘combine’’ from Britain 
from turning their Irish factories into dépéts 
for goods manufactured in their English fac- 
tories—unless, perhaps, they are not. absolute 
fools ; for who but a fool would erect a costly 
factory and instal thousands of pounds’ 
worth of machinery merely to hoodwink a 
handful of people, who are giving the world— 
cr such of it as listens to them for a pas- 
time—the impression that they feel so con- 
scious of the inferiority of their own products 
that they dare not accept a challenge to com- 
petition? 

If the Irish products are better than the 
English, that they will dominate the market 
goes without saying. If they are equally 
good, the fact of their being Irish should 
assure their suceess. But if they are not 
even as good, then the sooner such weaklings 
are wiped out, instead of being allowed to 
“go to the wall” of Customs barriers, or

PREMIUM BONDS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH ‘TIMES. 
Sin,—The Minister of Finance seems doubt- 
ful whether he can raise a loan of £30,000,000 
within the Free State on the same terms as 
England offered during the latter portion ot 
the war period. May I make a suggestion— 
viz., that £15,000,000 be offered at 4; per cent. 
at £95 per £100 Bond, the Bonds to be re- 
payable at par by annual drawing durin 
next thirty years; and £15,000, at 2 per 
cent. in £5 Premium Bonds, repayable by 
annual drawing during the next thirty years? 
The £30,000,000 should be secured by the 
amortisation of, say, £2,500,000 as a first 
charge on the beer duties of the Free State. 
We have a population of 5,000,000, many of 
them sufficiently wealthy to take up the Bonds, 
provided that the security is unassailable, and 
all of them anxious to become the possessors 
of £10,000. By saving the sum of £5, then, 
why should not everyone be given the chance 
of at least one £5 Premium Bond? 
per cent. Premium Bond would equal 
£150,000 in the first year, so that— 
2 Prizes at £10,000 = £ 


1,076 Prizes. 

The figures are approximate and suggestive 
of what could be done. The security would bé 
undoubted ; the 45° per cent. Bonds would pay. 
income tax and should be transferable, free of 
stamp duty, for ten years; and the Premium 
Bond would carry, say, 2s. interest per annum, 
free of tax and no stamp duty. 

Up to date the establishment of the Free 
State has only been of financial benefit to the 
politicians, and it is time to give the man in 
the street a turn. To the man who objects to 
making the population more thrifty and more 
saving, in order that they may gain £10;000 
for £5 saved, I have nothing to say. Three 
million Free Staters saving 4d. every week- 
day, giving away 4d. on Sundays, could each 
purchase one Bond per annum for £5 and have 
a chance of £10,000, as well as building up the 
State by saving £15,000,000 per annum, or 
£450,000,000 in thirty years.—Yours, etc.,

“HE VALUE OF LAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF TRE IRISH TIMES, 
Srr,—I have read with interest letters as to 
the prices given for the tenant-right of farms 
as bearing on the approaching Purchase Act; 
but it seems to me that the following point 
has not been pressed. If a tenant has a farm 


which, on an average over a number of years, 


gives a net profit over all outgoings of £20, it 
should be value as an investment for £400, or 
thereabouts. If the rent was £10 and you 
reduce this to £5, what you do is to take 
£100 of the landlord’s capital and give it to 
the present tenant. but you do not benefit the 
farm in the end. If the tenant sells, the farm 
is now worth £500, and quite possibly goes for 
more; so that the incoming tenant does not 
benefit at all, as he has used up £100 more of 
his capital, on which, had the rent not been 
reduced, he would only have had to pay in- 
terest to the landlord. 

There is another point. Where does that 
extra £100 go’? In nineteen cases out of 
twenty, when the tenant sells, he goes to 
America, taking with him the whole of the 
purchase money—not only the £100. This is 
surely as bad as even the absentee landlord, 
and I fancy that most of them have already 
sold out and will not be affected by the bill. 
Moreover, a large proportion of those that 
remain to sell have only done so through in- 
ability to arrange. with superior interests, 
Trinity College head-rent, and the like. For 
the redemption of these, on the same lines as 
those arranged between landlord and tenant, 
provision must, of course, be made in the Bill.

THE COOMBE HOSPITAL. 


WHITSUNTIDE FETE. 

A féte in aid of the Coombe Lying-in 
Hospita!, Dublin, will be held from the 19th 
to the 28th of the present month at St. James s 
Park, Dolphin’s Barn. ; 

Founded in 1826, the hospital has served a 
most useful and humane purpose, and it has 
an undoubted claim on the general public to 
ensure that its laudable work is carried on 
unhampered by debt. | 

The hospital is situated in what is, perhaps, 
the poorest part of Dublin. It is non- 
sectarian, and poor women are attended free 
of charge, and in the hospital and at their own 
homes they receive skilled medical attention. 
Every year about 2,000 mothers come under 
the care of the hospital, and, in addition to 
maternity work, there is a dispensary at- 
tached to the hospital which deals with about 
12.000 cases yearly. More than 200 students 
*btain their clinieal instruction in midwifery 
and the diseases peculiar to women/every year, 
and about sixty nurses are trained annually 
as midwives in the institution. 

The Coombe Hospital, depends almost 
entirely on the generosity of the public, and it 
is at present hampered and prevented from 
extending its work through lack of funds. It 
is for the purpose of raising the necessary 
funds for development purposes that the /éte 
is being held. 

The Committee intends to equip the hos- 
pital in the most. up-to-date manner as regards 
appliances, and also to extend the building 
accommodation, which at present is too cir- 
cumscribed to cope with existing demands. 

The féte will have mary attractions, includ- 
ing tea gardens, café chantant, ballroom, 
eelidh, tobacco stalls, ice-creams, American 
lounge, Irish dancing competitions, children’s 
fancy dress ball, motor boat excursions on the 
canal, jazz bands, etc. The voluntary Execu- 
tive Committee and their Hon. Secretary, Mrs. 
Maud Walsh, are hard at work, so that the 
organisation of the /éte promises to reach per- 
fection.

THE NUNS OF YPRES. 


A LONDON APPEAL FOR AN 
IRISH CONVENT. 

The Lord Mayor of London presided at a 
Mansion House meeting yesterday in support 
of the Ypres Abbey Memorial Fund. Ypres 
Abbey was a convent of British and Irish 
nuns for two and a half centuries, and in the 
late war had to be evacuated by the nuns, 
owing to enemy bombardment. The A 
bas been re-established at Kylemore, Con- 
nemara. 

The Lord Mayor said that the nuns had 
carried on the education of girls at the 
Abbey since it was founded; children of 
princely families, both of England and the 
Continent, having passed through the con- 
vent. On the approach of the Germans the 
children wete sent to a place of safety, but 
the ‘nuns remained and turned the school- 
rooms into hospital wards for the wounded. 
When they were obliged to evacuate the con- 
vent, the nuns did not leave until after the 
last of the wounded had been removed. He 
added that the appeal was for £40,000 to 
acquire the new Ypres Abbev in Ireland. 

Mr. T. P. O'Connor. M.P., in supporting 
the appeal, said that the Abbev was often a 
refuge for political exiles during stormy 
periods of our history. As to why the 
convent had not been re-established in Bel- 
gium. he said that owing to the chaotic state 
of the reparations question, the nuns found 
that they could not recover from any Govern- 
ment even a small proportion of the money 
necessary. i 

Wr. R. Mitchell Banks, M.P., and Major- 
Genera) Sir Cecil Pereira also supported the 
appeal. General Pereira said that one of his 
brightest memories of Ypres was the kindness 
of the nuns to our wounded. 

Mr. O’Connor announced that Mr. Augustus 
John, among other artists, had offered a blank 
qenvas in aid of the Fund. and will paint 
the portrait of the highest bidder.

Amidst pathetic scenes and the fervent 
singing of Catholic hymns, 760 pilgrims em- 
barked at Folkestone yesterday for Boulogne, 
en route to Lourdes, on & pilgrimage to the 
famous Grotto of Our Lady of Lourdes.

FILM CENSORS.

GOVERNMENT'S PROPOSAL. 

The bill dealing with Censorship of films 
in the Free State has just been 
issued. It is entitled:—‘‘An Act to 
provide for the _ official censoring of 
cinematograph pictures and optical effects,” 
and consgts of twelve sections. The first pro- 
vides tof the establishment of a censorship, 
and says:—‘‘Every person appointed to 
official Censor under this Act shall receive 
such salary or fees as the Minister for Finance 
shall determine. 

The third section sets up a Censorship of 
Films Board, consisting of five Commissioners, 
of whom one shall be chairman, and the mem- 
bers of the Board shall hold office for five 
years, and shall be eligible for re-appointment 
at the end of such term. 

Section 4 provides that: “The Minister 
shall appoint such persons to be officers of the 
Official Censor and of the Appeal Board re- 
spectively, as subject to the sanction of the 
Minister for Finance as to number, he may 
consider necessary for the purposes of this 
Act, and these officers shall hold office upon 
such terms and be remunerated at such rates 
and in such manner as the Minister for 
Finance may sanction. The salaries of re- 
muneration of the Official Censor and his 
officers and of the officers of the Appeal 
Board, and such other expenses of carrying 
this Act into effect as may be sanctioned by 
the Minister for Finance, shall be paid out of 
moneys provided by the Oireachtas.” 

No picture shall be exhibited in public un- 
less, and until, the Official Censor has certi- 
fied that the whole of such picture is fit for 
exhibition in public. Any person who ex- 
hibits a picture which has not been certified 
by the Official Censor wi]l be liable, on sum- 
mary conviction, to a fine not exceeding £50, 
and to a fine not exceeding £5 a day for each 
day on which the offence continues. 

Any person aggrieved by a decision of the 
Official Censor refusing to grant a certificate 
under this Act or attaching any restrictions 
or conditions to such certificate may appeal 
in the prescribed manner from such decision 
to the Appeal Board, and on the hearing of 
such appeal! the Appeal Board may affirm, re- 
verse, or vary the decision of the Official 
Censor. 

Provision is also made for the charging of 
fees by the Official Censor and the Appeal 
Board 7 

It shall not be lawful for the Council of 
any county, county borough, or urban district 
council, or for any Town Commissioners, after 
the passing of the Act, to attach to any licence 
granted under the Cinematograph Act, 1909, 
any condition or restriction as to the character 
or nature of the pictures to be exhibited in 
the premises to which the licence refers.

FATAL STREET ACCIDENT. 


ELDERLY MAN KILLED. 

A Coroner’s jury returned a verdict of aoci- 
dental death yesterday in Dublin in the case 
of Adam Fagan (60), of 8 Temple street, who 
was knocked down and killed by a taxicab 
in College Green on Monday morning. The 
jury exonerated the driver of the taxicab 
from blame. 

The evidence showed that Mr. Fagan was 
crossing the road ‘from College Green to 
Grafton street. when he hesitated and turned 
to go back. The taxicab struck him, and he 
fell. One of the wheels passed over his body. 

Patrick McCormack, the driver of the taxi- 
cab, said that the car was travelling at the 
rate of between six and seven miles an hour, 
and the accident would not have occurred it 
the old man had not turned back. He pulled 
up the.car within half of its length. 

The medical evidence showed that Fagan 
had bruises on the head; five ribs were broken 
on the left side, and the sixtl*rib on the right 
side was fractured, and had pierced the lung. 


COLLIDING MOTOR CARS. 


Five persons were injured in a motor car 
collision on the Canterbury-Ashford road 
yesterday afternoon. Driving with his wife 
and young son towards Canterbury, Major 
Robert Alexander, of Cranbrook, in passing 
a stationary lorry at a bend in the road, 
came into violent contact with another motor 
car, and the fronts of both were wrecked. 
John Donaldson, a chauffeur, of Hendon, was 
removed to Canterbury Hospital with fracture 
at the base of the skull, and his companion, 
a man named O'Neill], sustained injuries to 
the head and neck. Major Alexander’s son 
was bruised on the face and head, and the 
Major and his wife received minor injuries.

The second day of the Feis Cedil quite 

justified the hopes roused by Monday s pro- 
ceedings that this year’s festival will put 
all previous records in the shade. 
" Even without the popular attraction of the 
Piunket Greene Cup competition, large 
crowds came early to the Abbey Theatre and 
the other two hails in which the contests are 
conducted. At the evening sessions both 
the theatre and the Abbey Lecture Hall were 
filled. There is no doubt that the Feis this 
year has excited a great general public in- 
terest. i 

Yesterday’s programme was of a varied 
character. In the theatre Sir Richard Terry 
was busy judging the solo vocalists to the 
number of 80—soprano, tenor and bass— 
finishing up with the attractive dramatic solo- 
Si contest for the Rathmines and Rath- 
gat Musical Society’s Silver Cup. In the 
Atbey Minor Hall were conducted the Junior 
Violin, Children’s Vocal Trio, and Male 
Vcice Duet competitions. Most of the day 
at the Lecture Hall was taken up with Junior 
Piano, ’Cello, and Piano Duet for the Elsner 
Memorial Cup, and the Ladies’ Vocal Trio. 
There in the evening was held the popular 
Gilbert and Sullivan Mixed Voice Quartet 
competition, which filled the hall. 


DR. TERRY’S HINTS. 4 

A very special feature of this year’s Feis 
is to be found in Dr. Terry’s critical analysis 
of the work of the candidates in the vocal 
section. He is a past master in the art of 
conveying valuable knowledge in the simplest 
language. 

He started the day’s work with the soprano 
scloists, of whom there were 24—not a large 
tctal by any means. Miss Aileen Doyle was 
oficial accompanist. The appointed piece was 
“The Phantom Ship,” from tne ‘ Flying 
Dutchman,’ with a sight-reading test. 
Whatever may be said for the selection of 
ench an exacting test, the work was dis- 
appointing all round. It was not good 
acprano singing for a city and country where 
soprani abound. 

he awards were :—lst—Miss Maisie Kelly, 
Tramore ; 2nd—Mrs. J. V. Bowden, 68 South 
Circular road, Portobello, Dublin; 3rd—Miss 
Hilda Dobbs, 12 Moyne road, Rathmines; 
4th—Miss Florence Mills Forsythe, Faunagh, 
Pembroke road, Dublin. Mrs. Bowden was 
disqualified by having won a medal at a pre- 
vious year’s Feis,.and Miss Dobbs, who 
would probably have been placed first but for 
her failure in sight-reading, was awarded the 
silver medal. The bronze medal went to 
Miss Forsythe. Miss Kelly got second prize 
last year. and third in 1921. She is this 
year’s silver medallist for the Vandeleur 
Scholarship, Royal Irish Academy of Music, 
and on Monday night she was placed third 
for the Plunket Greene Cup. 

Sir Richard Terry, in announcing his 
decision, said that he was disappointed with 
the competition. He was sorry that the 
competitors who showed the greatest drama- 
tic instinct were not in the running. There 
was a trémendous amount of vibrato and 
bad intonation. If a singer could not sing 
in tune the raison d’étre of the singing was 
gone. He had a great deal of sympathy with 
some of those in the competition. Many 
showed real dramatic instinct and artistic 
insight, but the whole thing was spoiled by 
wobbling and not knowing what note they 
were on. Several produced beautiful tone, 
but did not show the dramatic feeling. The 
award had not gone:to the best dramatic per- 
formance, nor had it gone altogether to the 
best. vocal performance. With regard: to 
sight singing, he remarked that singers could 
not consider their education ever begun unless 
they could learn to sing at sight, and in 
this competition one of the most satisfactory 
voices so far as production went got only one 
mark out of ten for reading, and nobody got 
full marks. 

In the afternoon there was a remarkable 
demonstration of tenor vocalism by no fewer 
than 30 competitors. The test piece was 
“Fair House of Joy” (Quilter), and Miss 
Alice Bell was official accompanist.

There was any amount of un- 
developed vocal technique, but the competi- 
tion was marked by remarkably clean intona- 
tion, and remarkably clear diction. 

In every country he had been to except 
Ireland the tenor was the last voice to te 
able to keep in tune. The flatness of the 
operatic tenor had become a proverb. Yet 
that afternoon he had heard hardly a single 
one of the 30 tenors singing even a shade 
flat, and practically all got full marks for 
intonation. (Applause. ) He commented 
favourably on the nice light timbre of the 
vocalism, and showed how the tenors, unlike 
the female singers he had so far heard, did 
not spoil their work by wrappmg up tae 
words in tremendous mouthfuls of sound. 

On the other side of the account, ‘he had 
never, in all his life, heard such bad sight 
reading. One of the candidates displayed a 
misdirected genius. He sang a most perfect 
tune which had absolutely no relation what- 
soever to the music in front of him. It was 
a beautiful tune--composed, invented, and 
rendered on the spur of the spot. (Laughter. ) 

The adjudicator pointed out some of the 
disastrous results of reading from the sol fa. 
He strongly recommended reading from staff 
notation, which was as easy to learn as it was 
to read an ordinary page of a book. Notation 
reading looked difficult to one who had never 
tried it, but a very little effort would prove 
that the difficulty was only in the their 
At the worst it would at least tell the singer 
when the notes go up, and when they go 
down. (Laughter.)

Ten bass singers had to face a packed 
theatre at the evening session. The test pieces 
were “The Emigrant’?

Coming to the in- 
dividual performances, he said that the win- 
ner had the most ringing and resonant voice, 
and he got full marks for reading. His intona- 
tion was not quite so good as some of the 
others, but his enunciation was exceptionally 
clear. 

The candidates for the Rathmines and Rath- 
gar Musical Society's Cup for dramatic solo 
singing were eight, and there was a spirited 
competition. Two took the ‘‘ Pagliacci “” Pro- 
logue and only one the “ Butterfly,’ “ One 
Fine Day.”

THE 


WHAT THE R.I.A.C. IS DOING. 

The fact that. the Irish Free State and Great 
Britain’ and Northern Ireland are now functioning 
as independent fiscal units, and that motor cars 
entering the territory of either of the States from 
the other are subject to import duties, has 
naturally caused some inconvenience to motorists 
in the Free State desiring to take their cara with 
them when temporarily leaving the country. A 
certain amount of inconvenience is necessarily 
attendant on the customs formalities and regu- 
lations, but from particulars furnished by the 
hon. secretary of the Royal Automobile Club, we 
learn that the club has been able to do a good 
deal to make things easy for the motorist who is 
a member or associate of the club. 

The position on crossing the border beiween 
Northern Ireland and the Free State is still rather 
obscpre. Proposals were sent forward by the 
R.IA.C.,- and were favourably received by the 
Irish Free State authorities, who are very anxions 
to do everything possible to make things easy for 
the motorist, and it is hoped that regulations will 
shortly be issued.. 

As things stand at present, a motoriSt on leaving 
the Free State must obtain from the Irish Customs 
officials a form of re-entry, which will efiable him 
to bring back his car into the country without 
having to pay duty on it. Uf he is not a member 
or associate of the club, and wishes fo take his 
car into Northern Ireland or! Great Britain. he is 
required to deposit at the port or paint of entry 
the full amount of the duty in cash. In_ this 
connection it will be remembered that in Great 
Britain, Irish bank notes are not legal tender and 
the duty must be paid in Treasury notes 


THE TRIPTYQUE SYSTEM. 

Tf the meterist is a member or arsoclate of the 
club the position is much easier. 
with the cluh the sum of £100, and giving banker's 
guarantee for the difference between that sum and 
the full amount of the duty, he can obtain a 
triptyque pass, available for twelve months. One 
part of the triptyque is given to the customs 
officials at the port or point of entry: the s 
part is given up when leaving the pone ih Ó and 
the third part, having been discharged by the 
customs officials at the point of exit, is returned 
by the holder to the club, which will then release 
the £100 and the banker's guarantee. At present 
the club is in a position to issue triptyques and 
customs identification forms fo their members, 
elther in the Free State or in Northern Ireland, 
who wish to cross the frontier. 

A car brought into the Free State under the 
triptyque, issued by one of the official motoring 
organisations, can be used in the Free State for a 
period of twelve months without payment of import 
duty. 

On going abroad to a foreityn country the pro- 
cedure is similar, except that the club issues an 
International pass, which obviates the necessity 
for having special numbers on the car, a police 
examination and a special driving licence in the 
country which it is proposed to visit. Before 
issuing an International pass the club officials will 
examine both the driver and the car. 


BRINGING CARS BACK TO IRELAND. 

An important point. affecting thosa who tem- 
porarily exported their cars from the: Irish Free 
State prior to the ist April, has been settled by 
a decision of the Free State Customs authorities. 
They will allow a period of three months from the 
ist April, during which such cars can be brought 
into the Free State, free of duty, provided tho 
owner is able to produce satisfactory proof that 
the car has been in his bona fide ownership and 
use in tho Free State prior to the ist April.

DUBLIN PORK TRADE 
CON DITIONS.

At yesterday's sitting of the Commission on 
Prices, in the Mansion House, Dublin, Pro- 
fessor Whelehan presiding, Mr. John Bridge- 
man, Vice-President of the Dublin United 
Retail Tobacconists’ Association, was the first 
witness examined, 

Coil tobacco, he said, costing 10s. Sd. per 
lb., was retailed at 8d. per ounce, or Lie. 
4d. per Ib., but in culting twist one could 
not cut sixteen ounces out of a pound. One 
lost at least half an ounce. The manufac- 
turer charged net weight and that reduced 
the actual profit to about 16 per cent. in the 
most favourable circumstances. First quality 
twist cost 10s. 3d. per lb., and was sold at 
Gd. per ounce, or ids, per Jb. Allowing for 
joss of weight the profit was ls. 11d. on 
say, lls. 8d., or approximately 16 per cent. 

Cut plug cost lls. 4d. per Ib., and pur- 


5 per cent. was given. That was an actual 
cost of 10s. 9d. This tobacco was sold at 
10d. an ounce, or lés. 4d. per lb. There 
was also a waste of fully half an ounce in 
selling. The profit shown was about 2s. 2d. 
on 12s. 11d., or about 16} per cent. Solid 
plug, which cost 9s. 11d. per lb., with a dis- 
count of 5 per cent, cost 10s. per lb., and 
wae sold at 9d. per ounce. There was a 
waste of at least 5d., which showed a profit 
of 2s. 2d. 

Witness explained that he was giving the 
percentages on the turnover and not on the 
costs. 

There was waste on flakes, Just, the same 
as on twist and other brands. Many flakes 
cost 11s. 8d. r lb., but, of course, there 
were others at slightly different prices. The 
sale of flake generally gave a return of five 
per cent. If this flake was produced from 
ihe wholesaler at 11s. 10d. the retailer would 
make 105 per cent. by selling at 14s. per Ib. 
There would be a waste of about 6d. per Ib. 
on this class of tobacco. : 

POPULAR BRAND CIGARETTES. 

The most popular cigarette brands were 
those which sold at 6d. and ls. Other types 
One of the cheaper 
brands now cost SOs. 9d: per 1,000, and 
afforded a profit of 12; per cent. The 
‘‘Woodbine”’ cigarette cost 359s. 2d. per 
1,000, as against 50s. 9d. before April 1. 

The cost price of 6d. and ls. packets of 
home-manufactured cigarettes was 45s. per 
1,000, and these were retailed at 50s., show- 
ing a profit of 5s., not including discount. 
Discount was merely a privilege granted by 
the manufacturers to retailers who paid 
“spot cash ” and took a certain quantity. 

Before April 1 the popular brands of im- 
ported cigarettes retailed in 6d, and Is. 

ckets were purchased from the manufac- 
turers at 41s. 8d. per 1,000, and retailed at 
50s., showing a profit of 8s. 4d. for packets of 
tens. Packets of twenties cost 40s. per 
1,000, and were sold at 50s. 

Rep! to the Chairman, the witness 
said that the manufacturers fixed a minimum 
sale price, but did not object to the retailer 
getting more if he could. He had not seen any 
manufacturers’ display cards fixing the price of 
packets of 20 at llid. He had no knowledge 
of retailers refusing to sel] popular brands of 
cigarettes just before the end of March. His 
experience was that before the end of March 


usual. Some retailers bought an extra supply, 
but so far as he knew thev did not lay in 
large stocks before the end of March. He was 
not able to explain the larger imports of 
manufactured tobacco before the new rates 
came into operation. 

As to popular higher-priced Irish brands of 
cigarettes, witness said that “ Sweet Afton ”’ 
and ' Donore Castle’’ brands were priced at 
ls. 4d. per packet of 20. They were sold at 
58s. per 1,000, with.a discount of 124 per cent. 


INCREASED DUTY. 

Mr. T. Carson, representing the same 
Association, said that the tobacconists were 
controlled during the war, and immediately 
control ceased English manufacturers in- 
creased the price of cigarettes by 2s. 6d. per 
1,000. ‘That increase was borne solely by the 
tobacconiste. The difference in prices of 
to-day and pre-war time was due to the in- 

rate of duty, which had risen from 
ós. 2d. to 8s. 4d. per lb. There had never 
been an increase in the price except when 
the duty had been increased. 

In reply to Mr. Farren, witness said that 
the Dublin Association fixed the price of 
twist and other cheap tobaccos, but the prices 
of cigarettes were fixed by the manufacturers.

ENGLISH TOBACCO FIRMS IN 


IRELAND. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—It would be ‘interesting to know the 
meaning of the Pastmaster-General’s state- 
ment that ‘‘as soon as the independent com- 
petitor is killed off, the combine will retreat 
to their English base and exploit from 
there.’ Suppose, for the sake of argument, 
that the English firms, having expended many 
thousands of pounds in establishing factories 
in Ireland, had captured every ounce of the 
Irish trade, why should they then scrap their 
factories and withdraw to England, since 
their principal reason for coming to Ireland 
w:; because Mr. Walsh’s Government had 
imposed a prohibitive import duty on their 
English manufactures? Does he mean that, 
as soon as all the Irish tobacco manufacturers 
had been put out of business, the Free State 
Government would then abolish the import 
duty on English manufactured tobacco, and 
thus enable the English firms, if they so 
wished, to return to bad and supply the 
Irigh trade from there, as they do at present? 

It is also difficult to understand Mr. 
Walsh’s further statement that ‘‘ their advent 
will not add appreciably to employment 
here.” Apart from the employment, for 
several months,. of hundreds of building 
operatives, who will be required to erect and 
equip the factories, permanent employment 
will be given to at least a thousand workers 
in Dublin alone to manufacture their goods. 
There is no reason to suppose that the com- 
panies concerned will adopt “ the golden rule 
that nobody can fill a post worth filling ex- 
cept Englishmen,”’ as at present practically 
all the principal positions in Ireland are filled 
by Irishmen.—Yours, etc.,

It must be admitted that there is nothing 
to prevent the ‘‘combine’’ ftom Britain 
from turning their Irish factories into dépéts 
for goods manufactured in their English fac- 
tories—unless, perhaps, they are not absolute 
fools; for who but a fool would erect a costly 
factory and instal thousands of pounds’ 
worth of machinery merely to hoodwink a 
handful of people, who are giving the world— 
cr such of it as listens to them for a pas- 
time—the impression that they feel so con- 
scious of the inferiority of their own products 
that they dare not accept a challenge to com- 
petition? | 

If the Irish products are better than the 
English, that they will dominate the market 
goes without saying. If they are equally 
good, the fact of their being Irish should 
assure their suceess, But if they are not 
even as good, then the sooner such weaklings 
are wiped out, instead of being allowed to 
“go to the wall” of Customs barriers, or

PREMIUM BONDS. — 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The Minister of Finance seems doubt- 
ful whether he can raise a loan of £30,000,000 
within the Free State on the same terms as 
England offered during the latter portion of 
the war period. May I make a suggestion— 
viz., that £15,000,000 be offered at 4) per cent. 
at £95 per £100 Bond, the Bonds to be re- 
payable at par by annual drawing during the 
next thirty years; and £15,000, at 2 per 
cent. in £5 Premium Bonds, repayable by 
annual drawing during the next thirty years? 
The £30,000,000 should be secured by the 
amortisation of, say, £2,500,000 as a first 
charge on the beer duties of the Free State. 
We have a population of 5,000,000, many of 
them sufficiently wealthy to take up the Bonds, 
provided that the security is unassailable, and 
all of them anxious to become the possessors 
of £10,000. By saving the sum of £5, then, 
why should not everyone be given the chance 
of at least one £5 Premium Bond? 
1 per cent. Premium Bond would equal 
£150,000 in the first year, so that—

a 


1,076 Prizes. 

The figures are approximate and suggestive 
of what could be done. The security would be 
undoubted; the 45° per cent. Bonds would pay 
income tax and should be transferable, free of 
stamp duty, for ten years; and the Premium 
Bond would carry, say, 2s. interest per annum, 
free of tax and no stamp duty. 

Up to date the establishment of the Free 
State has only been of financial benefit to the 
politicians, and it is time to give the man in 
the street a turn. To the man who objects to 
making the population more thrifty and more 
saving, in order that they may gain £10;000 
for £5 saved, I have nothing to say. Three 
million Free Staters saving 4d. every week- 
day, giving away 4d. on Sundays, could each 
purchase one Bond per annum for £5 and have 
a chance of £10,000, as well as building up the 
State by saving £15,000,000 per annum, or

-HE VALUE OF LAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF TRE IRISH TIMES, 
Srr,—I have read with interest letters as to 
the prices given for the tenant-right of farms 
as bearing on the approaching Purchase Act; 
but it seems to me that the following point 
has not been pressed. If a tenant has a farm 


gives a net profit over all outgoings of £20, it 
should be value as an investment for £400, or 
thereabouts. If the rent was £10 and you 
reduce this to £5, what you do is to take 
£100 of the landlord’s capital and give it to 
the present tenant. but you do not benefit the 
farm in the end. If the tenant sells, the farm 
is now worth £500, and quite possibly goes for 
more; so that the incoming tenant does not 
benefit at all, as he has used up £100 more of 
his capital, on which, had the rent not been 
reduced, he would only have had to pay in- 
terest to the landlord. 

There is another point. Where does that 
extra £100 go’ In nineteen cases out of 
twenty, when the tenant sells, he goes to 
America, taking with him the whole of the 
purchase money—not only the £100. This is 
surely as bad as even the absentee landlord, 
and I fancy that most of them have already 
sold out and will not be affected by the bill. 
Moreover, a large proportion of those that 
remain to sell have only done so through in- 
ability to arrange with superior interests, 
Trinity College head-rent, and the like. For 
the redemption of these, on the same lines as 
those arranged between landlord ead tenant, 
provision must, of course, be made in the Bill,

WHITSUNTIDE FETE. 

A féte in aid of the Coombe Lying-in 
Hospita!, Dublin, will be held from the 19th 
to the 28th of the present month at St. James s 
Park, Dolphin’s Barn. 

Founded in 1826, the hospital has served a 
most useful and humane purpose, and it has 
an undoubted claim on the general public to 
ensure that its laudable work is carried on 
unhampered by debt. 

The hospital is situated in what is, perhaps, 
the poorest part of Dublin. It is non- 
sectarian, and poor women are attended free 
of charge, and in the hospital and at their own 
homes they receive skilled medical attention. 
Every year about 2,000 mothers come under 
the care of the hospital, and, in addition to 
maternity work, there is a dispensary at-

THE NUNS OF YPRES. 


A LONDON APPEAL FOR AN 
IRISH CONVENT. 


The Lord Mayor of London presided at a 
Mansion House meeting yesterday in support 
of the Ypres Abbey Memorial Fund... Ypres 
Abbey was a convent of British and Irish 
nuns for two and a half centuries, and in the 
late war had to be evacuated by the nuns, 
owing to enemy bombardment. The A 
bas been re-established at Kylemore, Con- 
nemara. 

The Lord Mayor said that the nuns had 
carried on the education of girls at the 
Abbey since it was founded; children of 
pair families, both of England and the 
Dontinent, having passed through the con- 
vent. On the approach of the Germans the 
children wete sent to a place of safety, but 
the nuns remained and turned the school- 
rooms into hospital wards for the wounded. 
When they were obliged to evacuate the con- 
vent, the nuns did not leave until after the 
last of the wounded had been removed. He 
added that the appeal was for £40,000 to 
acquire; the new Ypres Abbev in Ireland. 

Mr. {T. P. O’Connor..M.P., in supporting 
the appeal, said that the Abbev was often a 
refuge for political exiles during stormy 
periods of our history. ‘As to why the 
convent had not been re-established in Bel- 
gium. he said that owing to the chaotic state 
of the reparations question. the nuns found 
that they could not recover from any Govern- 
ment even a smal! proportion of the money 


necessary. 

Wr. R. Mitchell Banks, M.P., and Major- 
Genera) Sir Cecil Pereira also supported the 
appeal. General Pereira said that one of his 
brightest memories of Ypres was the kindness 
of the nuns to our wounded. 

Mr. O’Connor announced that Mr. Augustus 
John, among other artists, had offered a blank 
canvas in aid of the Fund. and will paint 
the portrait of the highest bidder. 


PILGRIMS SAIL FOR LOURDES.

FILM CENSORS. 


- 


GOVERNMENT'S PROPOSAL. 

The bill dealing with Censorship of films 
in the Free State has just been 
issued. It is entitled:—‘‘An Act to 
provide for the official censoring of 
cinematograph pictures and optical effects,” 
and consigts of twelve sections. The first pro- 
vides io the establishment, of a censorship, 
and sayg :—' Every person appointed to be 
ofhcial Censor under thig Act shall receive 
such salary or fees as the Minister for Finance 
shall determine.”’ 

The third section sets up a Censorship of 
Films Board, consisting of five Commissioners, 
of whom one shall be chairman, and the mem- 
bers of the Board shall hold office for five 
years, and shall be eligible for re-appointment 
at the end of such term. 

Section 4 provides that: “ The Minister 
shall appoint such persons to be officers of the 
Official Censor and of the Appeal Board re- 
spectively, as subject to the sanction of the 
Minister for Finance as to number, he may 
consider necessary for the purposes of this 
Act, and these officers shall hold office upon 
such terms and be remunerated at such rates 
and in such manner as the Minister for 
Finance may sanction. The salaries of re- 
muneration of the ' Official Censor and his 
officers and of the officers of the Appeal 
Board, and such other expenses of carrying 
this Act into effect as may be ail by 
the Minister for Finance, shall be paid out, of 
moneys provided by the Oireachtas.” 

No picture shall be exhibited in public un- 
less, and until, the Official Censor has certi- 
fied that the whole of such picture is fit for 
exhibition in public. Any person who ex- 
hibits a picture which has not been certified 
by the Official Censor will be liable, on sum- 
mary conviction, to a fine not exceeding £50, 
and to a fine not exceeding £5 a day for each 
day on which the offence continues. 

Any person aggrieved by a decision of the 
Official Censor refusing to grant a certificate 
under this Act or attaching any restrictions 
or conditions to such certificate may appeal 
in the prescribed manner from such decision 
to the Appeal Board, and on the hearing of 
such appea] the Appeal Board may affirm, re- 
verse, or vary the decision of the Official 
Censor. 

Provision is also made for the charging of 
fees by the Official Censor and the Appeal 
Board. . 

It shall not be lawful for the Council of 
any county, county borough, or urban district 
council, or for any Town Commissioners, after 
the passing of the Act, to attach to any licence 
granted under the Cinematograph Act, 1909, 
any condition or restriction as to the character 
or nature of the pictures to be exhibited in 
the premises to which the licence refers. 
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FATAL STREET ACCIDENT. 


ELDERLY MAN KILLED. 

A Coroner’s jury returned a verdict of aoci- 
dental death yesterday in Dublin in the case 
of Adam Fagan (60), of 8 Temple street, who 
was knocked down and killed by a taxicab 
in College Green on Monday morning. The 
jury exonerated the driver of the taxicab 
from blame. 

The evidence showed that Mr. Fagan was 
crossing the road ‘from College Green to 
Grafton street. when he hesitated and turned 
to go back. The taxicab struck him, and he 
fell. One of the wheels passed over his body. 

Patrick McCormack, the driver of the taxi- 
cab, said that the car was travelling at the 
rate of between six and seven miles an hour, 
and the accident would not have occurred if 
the old man had not turned back. He pulled 
up the car within half of its length. 

The medical evidence showed that Fagan 
had bruises on the head ; five ribs were broken 
on the left side, and the sixtl*rib on the right 
side was fractured, and had pierced the lung. 


COLLIDING MOTOR CARS. 


Five persons were injured in a motor car 
collision on the Canterbury-Ashford road 
yesterday afternoon. Driving with his wife 
and young son towards Canterbury, Major 
Robert ilatander, of Cranbrook, in passing 
a stationary lorry at a bend in the road, 
came into violent contact with another motor 
car, and the fronts of both were wrecked. 
John Donaldson, a chauffeur, of Hendon, was 
removed to Canterbury Hospital with fracture 
at the base of the skull, and his companion, 
a man named O'Neill, sustained injuries to 
the head and neck. Major Alexander’s son 
was bruised on the face and head, and the

Yesterday's programme was of a varied 
character. In the theatre Sir Richard Terry 
was busy judging the solo vocalists to the 
number of 80—soprano, tenor and bass— 
finishing up with the attractive dramatic solo- 
sé contest for the Rathmines and Rath- 
gar Musical Society's Silver Cup. —In the 
Atbey Minor Hall were conducted the Junior 
Violin, Children’s Vocal Trio, and Male 
Vcice Duet competitions. - Most of the day 
at the Lecture Hall was taken up with Junior 


‘Piano, ’Cello, and Piano Duet for the Elsner 


Memorial Cup, and the Ladies’ Vocal Trio. 
There in the evening was held the popular 
Gilbert and Sullivan Mixed Voice Quartet 
competition, which filled the hall. 


DR. TERRY’S HINTS. 

A very special feature of this year’s Feis 
is to be found in Dr. Terry’s critical analysis 
of the work of the candidates in the vocal 
section. He is a past master in the art of 
conveying valuable knowledge in the simplest 
language. 

He started the day’s work with the soprano 
scloists, of whom there were 24—not a large 
tctal by any means. Miss Aileen Doyle was 
oficial accompanist. The appointed piece was 
“The Phantom Ship,” from tne “ Flying 
Dutchman,’ with a sight-reading test. 
Whatever may be said for the selection of 
anch an exacting test, the svork was dis- 
appointing all round. It was not good 
scprano singing for a city and country where 
soprani abound. 

he awards were :—Ilst—Miss Maisie Kelly, 
Tramore; 2nd—Mrs. J. V. Bowden, 68 South 
Circular road, Portobello, Dublin; 3rd—Miss 
Hilda Dobbs, 12 Moyne road, Rathmines ; 
4th—Miss Florence Mills Forsythe, Faunagh, 
Pembroke road, Dublin. Mrs. Bowden was 
disqualified by having won a medal at a pre- 
vious year’s Feis, and Miss Dobbs, who 
would probably have been placed first but for 
her failure in sight-reading, was awarded the 
silver medal. The bronze medal went to 
Miss Forsythe. Miss Kelly got second prize 
last year. and third in 1921. She is this 
year’s silver medallist for the Vandeleur 
Scholarship, Royal Irish Academy of Mosic. 
and on Monday night she was placed third 
for the Plunket Greene Cup. 

Sir Richard Terry, in announcing his 
decision, said that he was disappointed with 
the competition. He was sorry that the 
competitors who showed the greatest drama- 
tic instinct, were not in the running. There 
was a trémendous amount of vibrato and 
bad intonation. If a singer could not sing. 
in tune the raison d’étre of the singing was 
gone. He had a great deal of sympathy with 
some of those in the competition. Many 
showed real dramatic instinct and artistic 
insight, but the whole thing was spoiled by 
wobbling and not knowing what note they 
were on. Several produced beautiful tone, 
but did not show the dramatic feeling. The 
award had not gone to the best dramatic per- 
formance, nor had it gone altogether to the 
best vocal performance. With regard: to 
sight singing, he remarked that singers coald 
not consider their education ever begun unless 
they could learn to sing at sight, and in 
this competition one of the most satisfactory 
voices so far as production went got only one 
mark out of ten for reading, and nobody got 
full marks. 

In the afternoon there was a remarkable 
demonstration of tenor vocalism by no fewer 
than 30 competitors. . The test piece was 
“Fair House of Joy” (Quilter), and Miss 
Alice Bell was official accompanist. 

The result. was:—ist and gold medal, 
Wiliam R. Maddison,° 45 Mount Merrion 
avenue, Blackrock. Co. Dublin; 2nd and silver 
medal, Richard Power, 11 Heytesbury street, 
Dublin; 3rd, W. F. Watt, Lower Newtown, 
Waterford; 4th and bronze medal, Patrick 
Kirwan, 50 Albert road, Glenageary. Mr. 
Watt, having previously won a silver medal, 
was not eligible for the award of the bronze. 

A MISDIRECTED GENIUS. 

Dr. Terry said that the singers generally 
showed temperament, feeling, a sense of 
musical delicacy, and refinement that was 
full of hope for the future of tenor vocalism 
in Ireland. There was any amount of un- 
developed vocal technique, but the competi- 
tion was marked by remarkably clean intona- 
tion, and remarkably clear diction. 

In every country he had been to except 
Ireland the tenor was the last voice to te 
able to keep in tune. The flatness of the 
operatic tenor had become a proverb. Yet 
that afternoon he had heard hardly a single 
one of the 30 tenors singing even a shade 
flat, and practically all got full marks for 
intonation. (Applause. ) He commented 
favourably on the nice light timbre of the 
vocalism, and showed how the tenors, unlike 
the female singers he had so far heard, did 
not spoil their work by wrapping up the 
words in tremendous mouthfuls of sound. 

On the other side of the account, ‘he had 
never, in all his life, heard such bad > gu 
reading. One of the candidates displayed a 
misdirected genius. He sang a most perfect 
tune which had absolutely no relation what- 
soever to the music in front of him. It was 
a beautiful tune—-composed, invented, and 
rendered on the spur of the spot. (Laughter. ) 

The adjudicator pointed out some of the 
disastrous results of reading from the sol fa. 
He strongly recommended reading from staff 
notation, which was as easy to learn as it was 
to read an ordinary page of a book. Notation 
reading looked difficult to one who had never 
tried it, but a very little effort would prove 
that the difficulty was only in the appearance. 
At the worst it would at least tell the singer 
when the notes go up, and when they go 
down, (Laughter.) 

THE BASS SINGERS. 

Ten bass singers had to face a packed 
theatre at the evening session. The test pieces 
were “The Emigrant’? (Smith) and “The 
Rose of Ardee (Palmer). Mr. T. H. Weaving 
was the official accompanist.

Dr. Terry opened his remarks with the 
statement that, with the exception of one, the 
competitors were baritones and were labouring 
under the handicap of singing bass music. 
Most of them had the vibrato fault, but in 
contrast with the tenors the sight-reading was 
highly satisfactory. For this two of the com- 
petitors got full marks, including one who was 
so nervous that he first abandoned the at- 
tempt, and when persuaded to come back 
carried all before him. Sight-reading very 
often showed the judge who bad the muscian- 
ship and who had not. 

he first necessity for all singers. was to 
realise the prevailing mood of the song, and 
this he illustrated in the case of “ The Em- 
grant” by et the spirit and the 
mood of almost every line. Coming to the in- 
dividual performances, he said that the win- 
ner had the most ringing and resonant voice, 
and he got full marks for reading. His intona- 
tion was not quite so good as some of the 
others, but his enunciation was exceptionally 
clear. 

The candidates for the Rathmines and Rath- 
gar Musical Society's Cup for dramatic solo 
singing were eight, and there was a spirited 
competition. Two took the ‘‘ Pagliacci’ Pro- 
logue and only one the “ Butterfly,” “ One 
Fine Day.” Dr. Terry’s awards were :—Ist 
and Cup, Isidore Myers, 51 Rathgar road, 
Dublin; 2nd, Charles Rohan, 1 Beech road, 
Sandymount, Dublin; 3rd, Miss Violet Pear- 
son, 9 Hollybank road, Drumcondra. 

Dr. Percy C. Hull had six contesting troupes 
to judge for the Ladies’ Committee £10 prize 
for Gilbert and Sullivan quartet singing. The 
set excerpt was ‘‘In contemplative fashion,” 
and the entrants had the choice of a second 
quartet from any of the operas. In nearly 
every case the rendering of the voluntary 
selection caught more of the spirit of tilbert 
and Sullivan than did that of the selection 
from the “‘ Gondoliers.’’ The prize went to 
the quartet entered by Mr. John L. Woods, 
Merrion square, Dublin. Their second selec-

the soprano was responsible for putting much 
of the “abandon” of the number. — Miss 
Lillian Whitaker's party was ‘highly com- 
mended, and Mr. Hubert Rooneys quartet 
commended.

CROSSING THE FRONTIER. 


WHAT THE R.1.A.C. IS DOING. 


The fact that the Irish Free State and Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland are now functioning 
as independent fiscal units, and that motor cars 
entering the territory of either of the States from 
the other are subject to import duties, “has 
naturally caused some inconvenience to motorists 
in the Free State desiring to take their cars with 
them when temporarily leaving the country. A 
certain amount of inconvenience is necessarily 
attendant on the customs formalities and reru- 
lations, but from particulars furnished by the 
hon. secretary of the Royal Automobile Club, we 
learn that the club has been able to do a good 
deal to make things easy for the motorist who is 
a member or associate of the club. 

The position on crossing the border beiween 
Northern Ireland and the Free State is still rather 

Proposals were sent forward by the 


to do everything possible to make things easy for 
the motorist, and it is hoped that regulations will 
shortly be issued... 

As things stand at present, a motoridt on leaving 
the Free State must obtain from the Irish Customs 
officials a form of re-entry, which will efiable him 
to bring back his car into the tcourtry without 
having to pay duty on it. if he is not a member 
or associate of the club, and wishes fo take his 


car into Northern Ireland or! Great Britain. he is 4 


required to deposit at the port or point of entry 
the full amount of the duty in cash. In this 
connection it will be remembered that in Great 
Britain, Irish bank notes are not legal tender and 
the duty must be paid in Treasury notes. 


THE TRIPTYQUE SYSTEM. 

Tí the metorist is a member or aesoclate of the 
club the position is much easier. By depéasiting 
with the club the sum of £100, and giving banker’s 
guarantee for the difference between that sum and 
the full amount of the duty, he can obtain a 
triptyque pass, available for twelve months. One 
part of the triptyque is given to the customs 
officials at the port or point of entry: » second 
part is given up when leaving the ITE: and 
the third part, having been discharged by the 
customs officials at the point of exit, is returned 
by the holder to the club, which will then release 
the £100 and the banker's guarantee. At present 
the club is in a position to issue triptyques and 
customs identification forms to their members, 
elther in the Free State or in Northern Ireland, 
who wish to cross the frontier. 

A car brought into the Free State under the 
triptyque, Issued by one of the official motoring 
organisations, can be used in the Free State for a 
period of twelve months without payment of import 
duty. 

On going abroad to a foreign country the pro- 
cedure is similar, except that the club issues an 
‘International pass, which obviates the necessity 
for having special numbers on the car, a police 
examination and a special driving licence in the 
country which it is proposed to visit. Before 
issuing an International pass the club officials will 
examine both the driver and the car. 


BRINGING CARS BACK TO IRELAND. 

An important point affecting thosa who tem- 
porarily exported their cars from the Irish Free 
State prior to the ist April, has been settled by 
a decision of the Free State Customs authorities. 
They will allow a period of three months from the 
ist April, during which such cars can be brought 
into the Free State, free of duty, ‘provided tho 
owner is able to produce satisfactory proof that 
the car has been in his bona fide ownership and
